OUEER STCKY OF CAPTAIN 
WILLIAM D. MAKTIN.

He Makes Bequests to All the Girls in the 
County Between the Age of Eighteen and 
Thirty. 


Jerrersox, Ga., July 20.—A small block of 
marble, in front of the Methodist church in 
this place, and a will ou recordin the county 
treasurer’s ofiice, unite in telling a curious 
story, the development of which is seen in the 
Martin institute buiiding, which stands upon 
@ prominent site on the western side of the 


town. 

The marble block isin memory of Captain 
William D. Martin; the will referred to was 
theene by which he leit his immense estate 
in miscellaneous legacies, besides providing 
for the erection and endowment of a mag- 
niticent building for the education of the peo- 
ple of the surrounding country. 

From the records of the alumni society of 
Martin institute, as the school is called, it is 
learned that William Duncan Martin was born 
on Stone Jieuse creek, in Hanover county, 
Virginia, on the 8th of January, 1771, and 
died on the 2ist of March, 1£54, at his home 
near Jefferson, at the age of 83 years. He 
came to Jefferson soine time pryor to i8ZZ, 
possessed of a horse, saddle, bridle, pair sad- 
dle-bags and $100 in money; began mer- 
chandizing and attending to the post- 
office. Secon after this he built and occupied 
as a and dwelling the house a part 
of which is the present residence of 
Mirs. panies S. Hancock. Aboutthe year 1526 
he moved out to his farm near Jefferson. where 
he resided until his death. He was successful 
sroin the start i i is business undertakings 
and his su tal, consisting of horse, 
equipments, }inecash, with which he 
began business in Jetferson, at his death had 
grown to the grand sium of 550,060, 

Captain Martin, as he wa: called by those 
who knew Bashing. was never marriced—he died a 
mellow ola bachelecr- gg the following ts re- 
lated as a trne incident of fis life, as given by 
Mr. Thonrps " Peoples, once a citizen of Jef- 
ferson, and whieh was by him publish ne in 
the Athens Whig aboat the year 1545. Said 
Mr. Peoples one Sabbath morning, riding to 
was el n e » coun try: 

ie, © Martin,’ [ remarked, ‘‘you being 
nirer of the ladies, so well quaiitied 
and disposttion and so able to care 

and make happy the life of some goo: wo- 
gynan, I-iave often wondered why you bave 
never marrid. Why is it?” 

After some hesitation Captain Martin re- 
piied about as follows: 

oe rreaching a condition in life which I 
thought rendered mo amply competent to 
vice and take care of a - wife, I 
wooed and won the hand and heart 
ef a beautiful and lovely Virginia 
girl and obtained the consent of her parents to 
our warriage. A short Ume thereafter, by 
reason of an indorsement for a friend and his 
failure tomect his obligation, I lost all of my 
ywroperty. I sought niy aitianced and informed 
See of my pe cuniary condition; told her I was 
financialiy ruined, and loved her too well to 
hold her b ound by an engagement entered into 
atatime when I had something else to offer 
other than toshare my poverty. Like a true 
woman she spurned the idea of being released 
on account of my musiortune, suggesting that 
she was possessed of property sufficient, 
with our united effort, to start well in 
life. I was too proud to become a pensioner 

upon my wifeor her parents, and insistee on 
rele. sing her from the engagement, unless she 
was willing to let our marriage stand post- 
wned notil such time in the futare as I might 
ea financially able to support and take 
care of her. She consented. We pledged 
eternal tidelity to each other. I gave up 
almost everything I had; paid off the security 
debt, having only money enough leit to pur- 
chase a horse, bridle, saddle, pair saddlebags, 
and £100 in money ; b: ida ny ‘Caroli ne good-by 
und left for Georgia, where I began Jife anew. 
By ciose attention to business, » econ- 
Oy nd fair dealings, { soon 
accumniated property enough, I thought, 
to authorize me to claim as my wife the lovely 
one who had waited fondly and patiently for 
nein her far-away Virginia home. I wrote as 

ty her. The time was fixed for the 
consummation of our hopes for long 

[ had made preparation for my journey. 

had arrived for my departure to the 

my intended bride in my native state 

Virginia. The stage coach arrived 
upon which I was to be = conveyed. 
While the horses were being changed 
for a fresh relay, the mail brought by the same 
stage was dist ributed anda letter handed to 
me addressed in a strange handwriting, which 
I at once broke the seal of, opened, aud began 
to read. The ti:st word was ‘Caroline is dead.’ 
It was written by her father. From that day 
to this I have neveg meta lady whom I could 
love like I loved my Jest Caroline, nor do I 
everexpect to. Now, Mr. Peoples, you have 
the reason I have never marrie@,”’ said Captain 
Martin, in a veice almost overcome with grief. 

Atan early age Mr. Martin was left an or- 
phan. and grew upto manhood without the 
eare and counsel of a mother in whom to con- 
fide. Though driven from home when a boy 
en acconnt of mistreatment by a stepmother, 
receiving no sympatiy or aid from his rela- 
tives (who were possessed of property) in the 
days when he was overtaken by misfortune, he 
Was never heard to speak of his relatives or 
early life only in an incidental way. 

None of his relatives ever appeared in Jack- 
son county until he becaine very cid and the 
wick of life almost burnt ont. After his 
death two ef the grandsons of that step- 
moiler whose ill-treatment drove him 
from hon an orphan boy, appearedinstituted 

secuted with bitterness for tiye years 
eourts suit for the recovery of the 
Jarge estate left by his willin the community. 

It was upon the appearance of these two 
claimants that the peculiar features of the will 
becanie plain. F there was an amount of 
mouey devised to all the young girls of a given 
age who s!ould follow his remains to the grave: 
bequests were also mado to young women in 
the county between the ages of eighteen 
and thirty-five; bequests were also 
made to the Methodist church 
andanuimber of personal friends scattered 
throughout the county, while the bulk of the 
money wes given to the establishment ofa 
schoo! of hich vrade to be free toall the chii- 
Qe un of the county. When the claimants ap- 
peared in court they found an overwhelming 
sentiment in favor of sustaining the will. 
Owing to the bequests made 
in it everybody in the eounty 
had a personal interest in it. and the contest, 
as might have been supposed. was ineffectual. 
In this manner Captain Martin placed it be- 
yond the power of the grandsons of the woman 
who had wronged him. to break his will, and 
it stands today a powerful protest against the 
overbearing stepmother. 

A curious story is told of Captain Martin’s 
old days. Itis said that he would not allow a 
black or colored specimen of live stock to re- 
main on his farm. The cat at his hearthstone 
was white: the dogs were white; the cows were 
white, and the colored object that escaped his 
vizilance had to be sharp indeed.

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THE TRAGEDY OF THE CAVE. 


A Love Message “Vritten by a Dying Soldier 
a Tlundred Years Ago. 

READING, Pa., July 20,—Editor Kauffman, 
of the Ci hes ter Valley Union, and W. W. Potts 
of Warwick, superintendent of one of the ex- 
tensive granite quarries at Falls of French 
Creek, furnish here one of the strangest stories 
on record and vouch for its entire authenticity. 

Recently while a new quarry was being 
opened at Falisof French Creek, ina wild 
section of country, a cave was discovered With 
askeletoninit. <A green: -glass bottle was 
found alongside the skeleton, and Mr. Potts 
took possession of it. In the evening at his 
home he opened it and found a manuscript, 
faded and discolored by time. Tle manuscript 
is addressed to Miss Virginia Randolph, of 

tichmond, Va. The writer signs himself 
Arthur L. Carrirgton, of the same place, and 
states that he was with Washington at Valley 
Forge in 1778. He goes on to say that he was 
sent outona fora »zing expedition to the neigh- 
borhood-of French Creek, when he received 
word that the British had sent a considerable 
force to cut him off.- Ihe writer says that his 
men took frefuge with friends while he made 
his way to the cave, where he had hidden be- 
fore. It was marked by arock just over the 
entrance, so nicely balanced that a man could 
move it slightly with one hand. 

The Heeing patriot took shelter inside and 
had hardly done so when the enemy came near 
and tired thi ee shots after his retreating men. 
The concussion must have destroyed the 
balance of the stone above the entrance, for it 
fell and held the writer a prisoner. A «ray of 
sunlight alone streamed through the top, The 
manuscript proceeds to say that after many 
wes > writer be caine convinced that 
he would have to perish there.

“THE VALLEY OF DEATH ”—‘THE 
TWO MOLLIES.’’ 


Farm Life in China—Telegraphing on the 
Ground—The National Poet of Spain— 
Songs of the Wave. 


A considerable part of the magazine page is 
given up to “The Valley of Death,’’ a western 
story, the writer of which has visited the re- 
gions he describes and from the strong impres- 
sion there received has reproduced the striking

**The Two Mollies,” a clever piece of work by 
H. H. Boyesen. Something of the career of 
the recently crowned poet laureate of Spain 
is given, and for those interested in electricity 
some interesting new achievements iv tele-

Telegraphing to Moving Trains. 
Charies L. Buckingham in Scribner's Magazine. 

The induction which has* so disturbed tele- 
graph and telephone operators is now utilized 
in @ wonderful way in telegraphing to moving 
trains. 

Tie foilowing interesting description of the 
process is given by Mr. Buckingham in his ar- 
ticle on ‘‘the teiegranh of today’’ in Scribner’s 
Magazine for July: 

“lew discoveries have added more to the 
fund of electrical science than the recent de- 
termination of the fact that feeble telegraphic 
currents may inductively be conveyed across 
an air-space of one hundred fcet or more. A 
moving train may now 1eceive inessages pass- 
ing along.a icighboring wire almest as readily 
as New York communicates with Philadelphia 
by ordivary methods. Nor does the great speed 
of the train interfere witi: successful communi- 
cation. If it could attain the velocity of a 
meteor, signa!s upon the wire would tiy acress 
the intervening space, inductively impressing 
themselves upon the metal roofs of the cars, 
With the samo certainty as if the cars were 
motionless upon a side-track; and it is not 
even essentiai that the train and the line be 
separaied by a clear air-space, for non- 
conducting or non-magnetic substances 
may be interposed without impeding trans- 
mission. During the memorable blizzard of 
March, 1888, the capacity of tho system, in 
this particulsr. was subjecied to an instruciive 
test on the Lehigh road. 3 

“On the afternoon of March 14th, the second 
day of the storm, an coffort was made to clear 
the road by forcing a train of four locomotives 
and two tool cars, carrying two hundred work- 
men, through a long cut near Three bridges 
station. The snow had filled the cut upon the 
north side high above the train aud the tele- 
graph wire, but the south side was nearly 
empty. As aconsequence of the great resist- 
auce Offered by the snow on one side, the 
three locomotives in lead were forced off 
the rails to the rizit, and were badly wrecked. 
No sooner bau the train operator recovered 
from the shock than he sent a message advis- 
ing the division superintendent of the accident, 
and requesting aid for the killed and injured. 
lor along distance, at this point, snow and 
ice covered the wire to a depth of more than 
ten fect, yet during the fcllowing three days, 
in clearing the wreck, about six hundred mes- 
sages were sent between the car on the south 
track and the wire ranning along the north 
side of the road. Notwithstanding the inter- 
yention of snow, communication remained as 
clear as before.”’

event. Jhe personal representative of the 
(tucen Recent, the Brazilian ambassador bear- 
ing an autograph letter of congratulation from 
Dom. Vedro, mapy representatives from 
Spanish America and the Spauish colonies, 
delegates from the leading literary societies of 
Spain, scholars, journalists, and politicians, 
school-children and workingmen’s socicties, 
all united with the greatest enthusiasm in the 
tibute to the aged poet. The objeci of all this 
acoring honor, Zorilla himself, was born in 
1817 in the city of Valladolid. Destined 
by his parents for the law, he spent two 
years in legal studies, and then, disgusted with 
the profession chosen for him, and filled with 
an impetuous longing to embark in the career 
of literature to which bo felt himself inwardly 
drawn, ho went to Madrid, at the costof a 
rupture with his family, to test his fortune in 
the metropolis. His first volume of poems

|; appeared when he was but twenty, and for 


eight years afterward he poured ont poetical 
and dramatic productions with true Spanish 
fecundity. No Jess than ten volumes of verse 
and thirty dramas are to be assigned to this 
period. But his literary activity brought him 
more faine then money. His father having 
died unreconciled to the disobedient son, the 
latter was left to his own resources. He went 
to Paris, and there began publishing his long- 
est and mest famous poom, “Granada’’—a sort 
of epic, into which he wove some of the proud- 
est traditions and most cherished legends of 
the southern kingdom. It was tothis poem 
that was due the initiative taken by the Liceo 
of Granada in proposing his crowning, it being 
thought eminently fitting that the province 
and citp whose glories he had sung should take 
the lead in doing him honor. But even from 
this work Zcrilla derived no protit—what with 
a bankrupt agent, pirated editions, and tho 
ditiiculty of making collections from Amerit- 
can book-sellers. The poet became discour- 
aged, and left his epic unfinished, though it 
had already extended through two volumes. 
Next came twelve years passed in Mexico, 
lost to poetry, though filled with pleasant ex- 
periences, and marked by the temporary ad- 
vantage of the patronage of the mushroom 
Emperor, Maximilian. Upon the fall of the 
latter, Zorilla returned to Spain to begin life 
anew. It was a hard struggle. Hack-work 
was for a long time his principal contribution 
to literature. Finally, Amadeus appointed 
him a sort of roving commissioner to examine 
Italian libraries and arehives, but his salary 
on this score ran for less than two years. Then 
had a period of successful lecturing, and at 
last, thtough the eloquent advocacy of Cas- 
telar, was granted a pension by. the govern- 


ment. Since then he has been living a retired ) 


| life in Valladolid, to be called forth at the end 
of his days to receive, in memory of his former 
literary labors, the nation’s tribute ot affection 
aud honor. 


Farm Life in China, 
Adele M. Fie!de in the Popular Science Monthly. 

Farm life in China, where an acre is a com- 
petency and rice land not in the vicinity of a 
city brings $600 an acre, reduces agricultural 
economy toa minimum, asthe following ex- 
tract from the above article will show: 

‘In this Swatow region probably nine-tenths 
of the men are engaged in agriculture. The 
farmers live in villages, isolated dwellings be- 
inguncommon. The villages are walled, con- 
tain no wasted space, and are densely peo- 
pled. The £wide spreading, fiat fields, lying 
atong the river banks at the foot of the hills, 
may be made to jgield here on the 
Tropic of Cancer a constant series of 
crops Without interval on account of winter. 
Their chief productions are rice, sugar-cane, 
sweet potatoes, pulse, garden vegetabies, pea- 
nuts, indigo, sesamum, ginger, the grass-cloth 
plant, tobacco and wheat. [iceis the staple 
food of the people, and inthe best years the 
local product just supplies the local demand. 
Sugar is the principal export. The cane re- 
quires less labor than any other crop, and will 
grow upon unwatered land, which is unsuita- 
ble for rice cuiture. One crop of cane 
or two crops of other produce may 


be grown in the saine year upon unwatered 
land. On the best rice-neids three crops are 
sometimes raised. The early rice is sowed in 
April and harvested in July; the late rice is 
sowed in August and harvested in November, 
and the field is then sometimes planted with 
garden yevetables, which are pulled in March. 
‘rhe expense of fertilizing the third crop is so 
nearly equal to its value that it is never reck- 
oved as a source of profit to the cultivator. 
'\“The whole country belongs theoretically to 
its sovereign, and upon all land that can be 
tilled with profit a tax is paid into the imperial 
treasury. The sum due annually to the gov- 
ernment for the use of land is fixed for each 
field, amounts to from sixty cents totwo dol- 
lars, 2nd averages a dollar and ahalf upon 
each English acre. 

‘When a father dies his land is divided 
equally among his sons, the eldest receiving an 
additional tenth on account of the extra ex- 
pense to which he is put in worshiping the 
manes of the ancestor. ‘The land is distributed 
very generally, though unequally, among the 
people, and is usually tilled by its peasant pro- 
prietor. Few own so much astwo hundred 
acres;one whoowns ten acres is reckoned 
wealthy, and he who owns one acre possesses a 
competence. Those who own from one- 
tenth to one-half an acre are 
most numerous, and therefore there are many 
who till land for a share of the produce. 

‘‘Land that is too sterile for profitable cul- 
tivation or for taxation sells for from six to 
sixty dollars an acree, while good farm land is 
valued at from three hundred to eight hun- 
dred dollars an acre. Rice fields not in the 
vicinage of a city sell readily for six hundred 
dollars an acre, and are not always to be bought 
at that price, because those who own land find 
it the safest investment, and part with it only 
when under the stress of debt. Vhe bursting 
of dykes, drouth, and bad habits are the chief 
causes of the transfer of land, and the sale of a 
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child often precedes that ef the rice field. In- 
terest on money lent is from twelve to twenty 
per cent, accurding to agreement between 
lender and borrower. 

The chief expense of tillage is in fertilizea 
beans and sesamum seeds froui which the oil 
has been expressed being com- 
moniy used, at an outlay of from six 
to forty and an average of twenty 
four dollars upon every acre of land. Besides 
this, potato peelings, hair from shaven heads 
and all other vegetable and animal refuse, is 
carefully husbanded and methodically applied 
to the soil. The clods of the field are laid up 
into little ovensto retain and be enriched by 
the smoke of the stubble burned underneath 
them. dobe houses whose walls have for 
many years absorbed the fumes of a_ kitchen 
and the exhalations ._of human in- 
mates, are pulverized and added to 
the. ever hungry. earth Each growing 
plant separately receives distinguished consid- 
cration, a scrap of tobacco-stalk being some- 
times put beside its root to destroy underground 
grubs, while its leaves are jreyuently examined 
und sedulousiy freed from vermin. The rota- 
tion of crops 1s always practiced. 

‘‘Ags no milk, butter, or cheese is used, the 
only quadruped scen on the farms is the water 
buffalo, or the  zebu, which assists 
in plowing and harrowing. Many 
farmers rear ducks, which are 
taken to the fields to devour the snails, crabs 
and young frogs which thrive there at planting 
time. Fowis often accompany the harvesters, 
picking upthe last grains left among the 
stubble. 

“Pew families are without the ubiquitous 
black hog, whose usual habitat is the door-step. 
Its food is the bran of the rice hulled and eaten 
in the house; its head isthe chief offering set 
before the lares and penates, ancdits flesh is 
most highly ett among festive viands. 
It is reared at smail expense, makes no dis- 
puted demand on space, furnishes the unctuous 
element in « satisfying bill of fare, and can al- 
ways be sold at ten cents a pound. 

“The farming appliances are simple, and a 
complete outfit can be bought for forty dollars. 
A plow with two shares, a pair of harrows and 
a fanning mill each cost two dollars; a pump 
worked by treadles in irrigating the fields, four 
dollars; a water buffalo, twenty dollars; hoes, 
sickles, baskets and sundries, nine dollars.”’ 

One man, Fong Hia, is mentioned who yo 
ports a family of ten upontwoacres. His 
son-in-law, a member of the family, helps 
him tillthe land, and theysell $20 worth of 
rice from their farm a year; have a water 
buffalo, two hogs, thirty fowls, ten ducks, two 
reese,a dog and acat. This man pays $3.60 
tax and has two hundred dollars out at inter- 
est at cighteen per cent. At half this rate 
the state of New York would susiain the pop- 
ulation of the United States. 

Telegraphing on the Ground. 
Charies L. Buckingham in &cribner’s Marazine. 

Edison, who has astonished the world already 
by his wonderfui inventions, seems to have in 
store a greater wonder than ever. 

Some years ego there was a hint from him 
that earth currents might be used for the pur- 
poses of telegraphy. Since then he seems act- 

ally to have accomplished sometbing in tha 
this extract from Mr. 
Buckingham’s article in Scribner’s Magazine: 

“The inductive method of transmission em- 
ployed intrain telegraphy has already been 
suggested as one way of telegraphing over con- 
siderable distances without theaid of a wire. 
It is said that Edison bas succeeded in obtain 
ing intelligible signals between apparatus 
placed upon masts five hundred and forty feet 
apart. and itis now confidently asserted that 
messages may be telegraphed froma wire along 
the Hiudson river to steamers passing between 
New York and Albany. It is claimed by Mr. 
L. J. Pheips that by employing a receiving 
coil consisting of a wire wound several] times 
around the steamer, one of the early forms 
employed in the train telegraph, no difficult 
would be experienced in communicating with 
boats running within five hundred feet of the 
shore; aud thatsuch communication would be 
possible even over a distance of two thousand 
feet. Obviously, by this method, ships not far 
apart may bo placed in communication. 

“Telegraphing between points not connected 
by a line is also accomplished by diffusion. If 
an electrical current is sent over a telegraph 
line connected with the earth at both extrem- 
ities, it will return through the earth from one 
extremity to the other. In returning, the cur- 
rent will not follow a narrow straight line, 
but will be diffused; and back by way of a 
distant parallel wire. Two wires, one along 
the shore of the Isle of Wright, and the other 
along the shore of the channel, in Hampshire, 
were thus employed; and, although the width 
of the channel is six miles at one end, and 
one and one-fourth miles at the other, har- 
monic signals like those used in the train-tele- 
graph, sent on one wire, were distinctly re- 
produced upon the other, telegraphic com- 
munications across the channel being thereby 
established. Professor A. G. Bell succeeded 
in telegraphing in this manner more than a 
mile between beats on the Potomac River.’’

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LYNCHING A BEAUTY. 


Kiow a Mexican Belle was Sent to Her Death 
by California Miners. 

San FrRANcIScO, July 15.—At Downeyvilie, 
this state, July 5, 1851, just thirty-eight years 
ago, was cnacted the most awful tragedy that 
has ever stained the annals of California. 

Mr. Jfubert Howe Bancroft waxcs very elo- 
quent in one of: his recent works over the 
chivalrous treatment which women invariably 
received from the California pioneers. He 
says that while these miners would cut each 
other with kuives, riddle enemy or friend with 
bullets, or whet their appetites for breakfast 
by the butchery of a rancheria of natives, they 
could not injure a child, ill-treat an old man 
or do violence to a2 woman. ‘‘Woman,” he 
continues, '‘was their weak point; the mem- 
ory of Woman the only thing mellow about 
them. Since the day when chivalry lifted her 
from fendalistic abasement, endowed her with 
graces human and divine, fought for her on 
the fields of knight errantry, and adored her 
as tho immaculate mother of God, woman has 
not been so idolized. 

‘It mattered not so much to them who or 
what she was; she might be chaste and fair, or 
as wicked as Jezebel. A woman to a mining 
camp brought the odor of Araby, brought the 
sunshine of Eden.’’ 

This is all very fine in the abstract, but it is 
Bcarcely borne out in the concrete. The trag- 
edy to which I have referred was the wholly 
unnecessary lynching of a woman, who was 
thus murdered by American miners, quite as 
much because of her Mexican birth as because 
of her guilt. 

While examining an old file of the Daily 
Pacitic Star, at the Mercantile library in this 
city, I found in the issue for July 19, 1851, the 
only full aud complete account of this affair 
that is extant. I have also had the story from 
the lips of one still living, who, like the editor 
of the paper in question, was an eye witness of 
and a participant in the tragedy. From these 
two authorities Ihave gleaned the following 
details: 

In one of the adobe houses of Downeyville 
there dwelt, with her Spanish paramour, a 

oung woman named Juanita, of the mixed 

panish and, American race, and of remarka- 
ble beauty. As some American miners were 
Walking past her house, late on the night of 
July 4, 1551, full of patriotism and something 
else a good deal stronger, one of their number, 
mamed Cannan, stumbled against the light, 
rudely constructed door and fell half inside 
the dwelling. As he was helped to his feet by 
his friends with the words, ‘‘Hush! come out; 
there’s a woian living in that house,’ he 
picked upa handkerchief or some such trifle 
from the tloor. His companions got it away 
from him with some difficulty and threw it 
back into the house. The next morning Can- 
an, sober now, persuaded ono of his compan- 
ions of the night beforeto accompany him to 
Juanita’s house, that he might apologize for 
the slight disturbance he had created there. 
The woman’s paramour met them at the door, 
appeared angry, and seemed to threaten Can- 
man ; but as their conversation was carried on 
in Spanish, of which Cannan’s friend was ig- 
morant, he could not tell what — Then 
the woman herself came to the door, and 
seemed even more angry than her male com- 
panion. Cannan, as it seemed to his friend, 
tried to pacify them, and spoke in a concilia- 
tory tone, but his words, whatever they were, 
only increased the woman’s anger, and before 
either of the Americans had the slightest con- 
ception of her purpose, she drew aknife, rushed 
at Cannan, on plunged it into his heart. He 
fell dead at her fect. 

The citizens at once assembled, elected a 
judge and jury, and proceeded totry the wo- 
manand her male companion forthwith. A 
man named Thayer protested against the sum- 
mary and illegal administration of justice, but 
he was quickly silenced by the crowd, who 
menaced him with deathif he did not keep 
quiet, and shouted themselves hoarse with 
guch cries as ‘‘Ilang the greaser devils!’’ 
“Give them a trial!’”’? ‘No, no; hang them 
now!’ ‘Give them a trial first and then hang 
them!’’ This last compromise suggestion was 
accepted and the trial began. The story of the 
previous night’s. trifling affair was quickly 
told. Cannan’s friends stated that there was 
no intention toinsult or annoy the woman, 
and that the oceurrence was wholly due to a 
drunken mishap and an insecure door. It was 
evident that ihe woman’s companion had had 
no share inthe murder, and the man was, 
therefore, allowed to go free. The woman’s 
sole defense was that Cannan’s breaking into 
her house at night and using insulting lan- 
guage to heron the following morning had 
made her act perfectly justifiable, and even if 
it were not, she had becn so beside herself with 
rage at the time as to be wholly irresponsible. 
‘She also stated that she was three months ad- 
vanced in pregnancy, and called Dr. Aiken, a 
Downeyville physician, who corroborated her 
statement. But Dr. Aiken seemed very 
anxious to save the woman. if possible, and 
consequently made a bad impression on the 
bystanders, some of whom freely expressed 
the opinion that it would doas well to lynch 
him, too. The jadge, who seems to have been 
a just and upright one, endeavored to allay 
the rising tumult by sugzesting a consultation 
of physicians. 

Another doctor was accordingly summoned, 
and the two medical men retired with the 

risoner to a private house. The crowd was 
ad no means quiet during the recess, but 
surged about the house, crying: 

“Bring her out and hang her!” ‘Hang the 
doctor, too!”” “it’s only a dodge to get the 
greaser devil off!’’ . 

When the prisonér and the physicians. re- 
turned to the court one of the latter gave an 
opinion wholly different from that of Dr. 
Aiken. Hlad he confirmed the prisoneor’s 
statement it ishighly probable that both he 
and his professional brother would have suff- 
ered severely at the hands of the crowd, if, 
indeed, they would havee escaped with their 
lives. The case was now closed, and the jury, 
without wasting any time in deliberation, 

wromptly found the woman guilty of murder 
| fn the first degree and sentenced her to death. 
The men who did this were all Americans. 
Their names are given inthe Star’s account, 
ee there is nota foreign appellation among 
} em, 


Tine sentence was carried out that same ai-. 


ternoon. a 
Jannita never lost her composure or her 
cheerfulness. Surrounded by her friends and 
chatting gayly with them, she walked with 
firm, elastic step to herdeath. Without atear 
.ora tremor she mounted a ladder to an_im- 
proyised scaffold, Her beautiful bia pair 
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was neatly braided, and she was tastefully 
and richly dressed. She made a short speech, 
saying she did not regret what she had done, 
as she had merely inflicted a well deserved 
punishment upon a man who had grossly in- 
sulted her, and that if her life were to be 
spared, she would again actin the same way 
underthe same provocation. With her own 
hands she passed the noose over her head and 
arranged the rope. Then, with a graceful 
wave of her unbound hands and a cheer- 
ful ‘* Adios, senores,’”’ she swung off into eter- 
nity.

Alfred Herrington, of Emanuel] county.

Grasshoppers, 
black bugs, drouth and cyclones. With all its 
fertility it is far surpassed by our own old red 
Georgia hills for a desirable county to. live in 
and to be buried in when we die.” 

‘*Whence did you go from there?” 

‘We went out to Denver, which is a 
very nice place. Not far from Colorado 
Springs I saw what I thonght the finest water- 
ing place in the world. The soda springs boil 
up water as nice as any soda fount, and as 
agreeable. People say it is very healthy. 
Then the place, Monitan, is nestled right at 
the foot of Pike’s Peak, with its crown of 
everlasting snow. 

A FLOWER GARDEN, 

“The town is laid off in a regular park, and 
is &2 mammoth flower garden, although we 
were there on June 21, the first day of sum- 
mer, and there was snow on the mountains.” 

‘‘How about those western towns and their 
rapid growth ?”’ 

‘In Kansas they spring up in one or two 
years like Jonah’s gourd. Then, especially in 
localities where timber is scarce, they suddenly 
lose their grip, and the houses are sometimes 
hauled fifty or sixty miles andanew town 
started. Out in Washington territory those 
glowing descriptions are simply humbugs. 
There is Tacoma, for instances. laid off in the 
woods with town lots worth $1,000 a front 
foot; the houses consist of barrooms, real 
estate . offices and restaurants. The 
latter possibly do the biggest business, 
forthere are not eating places sufficient to 
feed the hungry tourists, speculators and new 
comers from every corner of the globe, allowed 
there by the splendid advertisements put forth 
by the Northern Pacitic railroad.”’ 

“It is well boomed, then ?’’ 

“LT said while there that if our country were 
as wcll advertised as that the hotels could not 
hold the people who would come rushing into 
Georgia. Then, again, they would not be dis- 
gusted with ours as they are with that coun- 
try.”’ 

‘'Were you disappointed ?” 

“Yes, I was surprised. I expected to see 
broad fields of wheat out there, when renily 
west of the Cascade range they don’t 
sow 2a grain of wheat or plant a 
grain of corn, They Say ee 
too dry there, and cast of the mountains they 
say itis too wot, though they grow a little 
grain. They claim that it rains every day, 
and it comes very near it, at least half the 
days in the year being rainy.”’ 

“Whyisthe country west of the range so 
boasted of ?”’ 

ITS SPLENDID CLIMATE. 

‘Because ithas the finest climate in the 
world. Iwentuptotlhe home of my mother, 
who lives in the wilderness, and it was as cool 
and pleasant.as could be. Seldom any ice is 
found there, although we had to sit by the fire 
all day on the 28th of June. They said it was 
not cold, but it was chilly to me.”’ 

"What do they do fora living there?”’ 

“Stockraising, dairying and lumbering. No- 
body owns much stock, but all ofthem a little. 
Lumbering is the big business. Fir trees up 
thereand redwood in California. I saw tir 
trees around T'acoma that would measure four- | 
teen feet in diameter and were 150 feet high. 
Trees that would cut 10,000 feet of lumber 
each. The average diameter of the trees of 
these forests is at least five feet.’’ 

‘There are large sawmills there ?”’ 

“There is one at Tocoma that cuts 500,000 
feet a day, and it is being doubled fer 1,000,000 
capacity. Tacoma hag the Northen Pacific 
and Puget sound, giving it rare facilities for 
transportation. For that reason its lumber 
trade is enormous.”’ 

‘You came there from San Francisco ?”’ 

‘Yes, we went across toSan Francisco, and 
saw some fine country out there. San Fran- 
cisco is a beautiful city, and California is a 
fine country.’’ 

THE MORMON EMPIRE. 

“You went to Salt Lake City ?”’ 

‘From Washington territory we went across 
to Utab. There I expected to find a bug bear, 
but I failed to findit. Salt Lake City is the 
quietest town, fewer arrests, fewer polico and 
less use for police than I ever saw anywhere. 
There are only six police to look after a city of 
6,000 inhabitants. When night comes it is as 
quiet asa village. The hotel was so crowded 
that we were put in a cottage, and couldn’t 
close the biinds or fasten the doors. 
I made some remark about 
the risk, but the proprietor Jaughed at ine, 
and said that there was nota bit of danger. 
After observation convinced me that this was 
true,” 

‘‘How does the city look ?”’ 

‘Very attractive. Built on a level plain, 
atthe foot of the Barren mountains and thirty 
miles from Great Salt iake, it has a system of 
water works whose source isin the mountains. 
The streets aro not paved, and very dusty at 
times, they say. Thestreets are shaded with 
cottonwood trees, and they and every other 
living thing must be constantly irrigated.’’ 

“The farm lands also ?’’ 

“Yes, the whole valiey. Where a fellow has 
a branch, below the channel the crops are as 
fine as you ever Iaid eyes on, while just above 
the ditch it is as barren and desolate as you 
can imagine. Dusky, sickly looking soil, sago 
brush that looks as inuch dead as alive—why, 
I hayen’t got much property, but I would not 
give my place for 1,000 miles square of that 
country.”’ 

‘‘How are the Mormon people ?” 

‘Sober, slow-going, courteous and polite; 
all workmen—no idlers are tolerated there— 
and as firm intheir faith as any Methodist or 
Baptist in Georgia. I never saw people more 
scrupulous in observing the laws. I believe that 
the governmentongit to have left Utah alone. 
I don’t believe in polygamy, and am no up- 
holder of Mormonism, but had the government 
contented itself with crushing out polygamy, 
and then drawn aline around Utah, and said 
‘thus far shalt thou come and no further,’ that 
would have been the wise and proper course to 
have pursued. Those Mormons’ who first 
settied that country desire to be pensioned as 
do those Who came across the plains to Oregon 
and Washington Territory. They braved more 
dangers and endured more hardships than any 
soldiers that were ever pensioned,.”’ ; 

“Did you visit their temple ?” 

* “Yes, and itisa wonder. It was begun in 
1842, since which they have spent $6,000,990 
on it, and they have not begun the towers nor 
done anything toward finishing the interior 
yet. They have just got the wallsup. I 
saw them hauling stone—the.very finest gran- 
ite, with..ox teams that had drawn 
Vth 


those great rocks from the moantitie:| 


sixty miles distant. Some of the rocks looked 
like they would weigh ten tons. They were 
the biggest blocks that ever I saw on wagons.’’ 

‘They built it themselves?’’ 

BUILT BY INSPIRATION. 

. “Their own workmen built it and built the 
organ, which was the biggest in the world 
when first constructed. The instructor stood 
across the building at its widest measurement 
and talked to us in every tone from a whisper 
toa halloo, and we could understand all pers 
fectly. When asked an explanation he said 
that it was built by inspiration.” 

“Did they treat you well ?”’ 

‘Yes, They got up a special concert for our 
benetit, and it was the finest music I ever 
heard. So grand was it that some of 
the boys clapped their hands in applause, but 
the instructor instautly threw up his hand and 
said solemnly: 

‘**Phis is the temple of God!’ 

“After the concert I visited the musenm. I 
saw the book found by Joe Smith under the 
rock, according to their belief. Isaw the first 
ploughsMare that ever turned a sodin the 
valley.’’ 

‘*That must have been very irteresting.”’ 

“It was, indeed; and I met an aged Mormon 
elder, seventy-five years old, who came with 
Joe Smith in 1838. He told mea story, which 
I will give as he told it, not that I believe or 
deny it. I give it for what it is worth. 

‘Tn 1838,’ said he, ‘when Brigham. Young 
entered the valley he planted his 
flag on yon black mountain, and 
said that in this valley he 
would establish the church of the living 
God. There were sixty-seven souls then, and 
by 1842 these had increase to 160. We made 
enough the first years to get along with, and 
started out hopefully in 1542. 

‘But on June 17 of that year,about 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, the heavens became sudden- 
ly darkened with myriads of grasshoppers and 
crickets. They covered the face of the earth, 
and ruin and starvation stared usin the face. 

‘“They came from those bleak and barren 
mountains that you see yonder, looming up 
like mighty bulwarks of state, covered with 
unmelting snow. Itlooked like some unearth- 
ly visitation. 

‘“‘Then the prophets and the elders called 
every living soul Sin the valley together in the 
great templo and began to pray for deliver- 
ance. 

THE SEA GULLS COME. 

‘*Just as suddenly as had appeared?the in- 
sects, there swoopt down on the valley millions 
of sea gulls that began devouring the grass- 
hoppers and in a short time the pests were re- 
moved from the valley. 

‘Then the gulls tlew away as mysteriously as 
they came, only a few remaining on the lake, 
the first that had ever been seen there by mor- 
tal man.’”’ 

‘That was a strange story.’ 

“Yes, and the old elder told it as if he had 
implicit faith in the truth of the statement. 
He also told me the very hour of the day, day 
of the week and month, and ali about the 
constructing of that plough that was the first 
to lay a furrow in the valley of the Jordan.”’ 

‘*Did you see any Mormon women ?”’ 

“IT suppose 1 did, but they looked just like 
the other women. Except a few in San Fran- 
cisco, Isaw no good looking women in the far 
west. Theycan’t be. The sun burns them 
up and the dust makes them squint-eyed. «I 
saw Brigham Young’s two houses, ‘The 
Lion,’’ where his first wife resides, and ‘‘The 
Beehive,’’ where his other widows still live. 
Over the gate of the first is an arch sur- 
mounted by a lion, and over the other an arch 
crowned with a beehive. I neveringuired the 
meaning of these symbols. he women still 
live there in comparative seciusion.”’ 

GREAT SALT LAKE, 

“Flow does the great Salt lake Jook ?”’ 

‘It is very beautiful. Gartield beach is the 
finest I ever saw. The lake is forty miles 
wide by ninety long, and the waves roll across 
it like the sea. Vessels ply upon it, and the 
tide rises and falls. Two rivers flow into it 
and none out of it, yet ;its water is sixteen per 
cent pure salt; and all the influx of those fresh 
water rivers does not affectits saline condi- 
tions, The wateris transparent, andiu one 
place I saw them scraping out pure salt from 
the bottom of the Jake and loading on the 
cars, after washing it to cleanse it from for- 
eign matter.”’

‘Yes, I do. The Great American desert 
still exists; and for 180 miles 
we rode through the ‘Bad Lands’ of Mon- 
tana, where the country looked like a volcano 
had just heaved it up andithad hardly cooled. 
Some people on the train said that you could 
light a cigar at the still smoking cracks in the 
surface, but I did not believe that. By the 
way, will you have a cigar? Yes, Georgia is 
good enough for me.”’ 


THE BRIDE OF A GORILLA. 


A Remarkable Story of the Dark Continent 
Told by an Explorer. 

Carle Steckleman, the African explorer, has 
been ordered for a second trip by the cable to 
the dark continent by an Enlglish concern. 
Before leaving Indianapolis he told a corres 
psndent some remarkable stories ef his his first 
trip, among which the following was the most 


remarkable: 

‘There are some extraordinary things told of 
the male gorilia. I had always heard it said 
that the male gorilla would not harm a wo- 
man. This is the common belief in some 
tribes. 

“One day we came to a village in which one 
hut had been built apart from the rest. We 
inquired for the reason of this and found that 
it had been dedicated to a witch. 

“This witch wae greatly revered. She had 
been the wife of a gorilla. The woman. had 
lived in the village, ina house which stood on 
the edge of the forest. <A great tree overhung 
her shanty. Inthe village all the trees had 
been cut down as a precaution againt the go- 
rilla. 7 

“One night one of these animals came out of 
the forest, got up into the big tree which over- 
hung the woman’s house, climbed down on to 
the roof, threw the roof off, swung down into 
the hut, seized the woman, climbed up through 
the hole in the roof up into the tree and went 
away into the woods, carrying the woman with 
him. 

“¥Tis great strength made this an easy thing 
forhimtodo. Hecould her in one arm and 
with his two hind legsand his one forearm 
make his way up and down trees or through 
the woods. 

‘‘The woman was gone for many days. The 
people saw that her house roof had been torn 
off. They looked carefully around the louse 
and saw that thore were no tracks whatever. 
They then knew that the dread enemy had 
carried her off. 

“One day she came back. She told a won- 
derful story... The gorilla had carried her for 
miles into the woods, and finaily had ciimbed a 
yreat treo and deposited her in his home. 

‘here he treated her very kindly, brought her 
food and drink, but would not permit her to 
leave. 

** After watching her carefully for many days 
he finally left her, probably intending to re- 
turn in a short time, convineed that she would 
remain. The woman came down to the ground 
and after wandering in the forest for several 
days made her way back to the village. 

“The people at tirst were about to kill her, 
but they finally concluded that she was pos- 
sessed of extraordinary powers. They there- 
fore built her a house for herself, supplied her 
with every comfort, and looked up to her asa 
sacred person.’”’

The strains of this melody floated over on 
the gentle zephyrs which fanned the cheeksof 
the ‘‘Maids of Athens,’’ and it at once was 
suggestive of an article. 


Looking up the strect, Isaw a familiar old | 


sight toa citizen of Athens. 

Oft had I seen the same, queer musician 
and heard him sing his songs over and over 
again to some crowd of students or passers-by 
upon the streets. 

He has a reputation, too, for who is there in 
the state or Georgia, who has ever stayed any 
length of time in the classic city, without lay- 
ing his eyes upon ‘‘Tub,’’ the old blind negro 
of Athens. 

Yes, he was coming, and he had his hand- 
organ on his back, while a little negro 
boy led him along. Iat once determined to 
have achat with him. 

‘**Helio, Tub,”’ says I, ‘‘just take that organ 
off your back, and square yourself for an Inter- 
view.’ 

Theorzgan came down, and forthwith tho 
under jaw of the old negro began to wag. 

‘‘My house rent is now due, I hab’nt got eny 
food, an’ not a cent ter pay it wid,’’ said Tub 
in 2 plaintive way. 

“The same old story you are always telling, 
Tub, but here’s a nickle, if you will tell me 
your history.’’ 

“Gawd b)ess yer, marster. I'll teil yer all 

I’se knowin’ ’bout my history.” 

And then he started, and ere he had finished 

he had told some ofthe queerest things ever 
listened to. 

“Yer'see, [come from ole Virginny, where 
I wuz borned. Oneday I wuz cuttin’ down a 
tree, an’ de chips, dey few in my eyes, an’ put 
’emout. So my young marster, he sold me 
ter an old slave-trader, an’ I had ter come ter 
Georgy.

A WOMAN’S OPINION 


About the Proposed Industrial Training 
Schouls For Girls. 

Epitors Constitution: When there is 
agitated in Georgia a project of an industrial school 
for women, I suppose @ woman may with due mod- 
esty Say hersay aboutit. I have hesitated a good 
deal because what is called ‘the state” has no 
money that does not come from the taxpayers; or, if 
the State road comes down to us from former tax- 
payers, a debt alsocomes along with it. But the 
neasure of partial education by the state, which 
cannot be got rid of if we wish, has brought about 
such a confusion in our education that it looksasif 
we must do something more or goto the dogs, I 
hope that what I say will be acontribution to tho 
discusticn of the subject. 

There is a great deal said about enlarging the field 
of womeu’s work, butit is already not so narrow as 
it is represented sometimes is 6s Ctrue 
that a good many of the employments that fall to 
women do so for the somewhat pitiful reason that 
they pay so little that men do not compete for them 
much, But the case is not quite so bad as seems at 
first sight. A large majority of the women who 
ought to be earning some kind of wages are but 
temporary wage-workers. Much the greatest num- 
ber will marry, if men keep on asking them, and as 
far as I can judge, from observation, there seems to 
be no abatemeut in such inyitations. Such workers 
cannot command very high prices, and girls living 
at home in their fathers’ houses can afford to work 
Many such girls are earning 
the money to clothe themselves, and are respected, 
happy women. They are not, perhaps, thinking 
much about husbands to pay their board, 
‘when tather dies;”’ but those of 
us who feel interested in them may 
be sure that there are plenty of young fellows who 
Will offer them permanent situations, 

Now, the public schools offer a very broad field 
for such workers. We may talk about the insuf 
ficiency of the publie school fund, butit pays well 
enough to induce women s0 situated to go to teach- 
ing. I personally know many excellent young 
ladies in Wilkes county who dothis work. I once 
had some business which induced me to travel over 
Wilkes county and visit them in their schools, 

This is the chief field for the large number of 
girls who liveathome and earn wages. No other 
field of labor can be conquered which will] employ, 
usefully and respectably, so many of them. ‘hey 
can not ouly do this work more cheaply than 
men, they are really better fitted for it than 
men. So far as women have had the same 
ejucational fadvantages as men, they are better 
teachers of the primary studies which the school 
fund pays for. They have more ysatience and more 
tact. IJtis true in our public schools that we find 
bot merelp children, but older boys. ‘This is due to 
our illiteracy, which I am sure is not to be a per- 
manent characteristic of Georvin—and thus far, the 
class of teachers. I am describing deala very weil 
with all classes of pupils. 

It now something is.to be done by state money 
Which will fit women for work, we oughtto begin 
by preparing these girls for this work. 

There 1s a very &trong reason tor bestirring our- 
selves to help our girls todo this work, becau-e 
northern philanthropy and religion are doing so 
much to help colored women to do their 
share for theirownrace. Ihave had an opportu- 
nity of knowing a good deal of the character of 
these. missionary schools. - Some years ago two 
northern newspapers, the New York Sun aud the 
Boston Journal of Education, paid me to write up 
this subject of negro education, leaving me very 
freo to say what I thought best. The probicm 
which Iwas thus induced to investigate was oue 
which would be interesting to any intelligent ob- 
server, and my interest remained even aiter other 
engrossing work made me cease to write for these 
papers. In Tennessee, where I taught for three 
years, I was very nearthe city of Nashyil‘e, which 
is aS great a center for suco schools as Atlanta, 
Since I have returned to Georgia some interest in 
the sale of a scliov!] book has led me to visit the 
Atiauta schoolsagain. Within afew weeks before 
they closed their last session I visited each one. 

Iwonderif the readercf this letter knows that 
around the city of Atlanta they own property which 
must be worth fully halfa milliondolars, I be- 
lieve it would sell for as much as the real estate of 
the university, Mercerand Emorytogether. Atlanta 
university owns sixty acres of laud within the cor- 
porate limits of Atlanta. And now a word alout 
the teaching. While it has high reputation, I do 
not believe there has been much discriminating 
observation of it. Oftheir best work, viz: the 
normal departments, few people know much. I 
have lately, as well as formerly, spent many hours 
secing the normal work in each of the three schools, 
Atlanta and Clark universities and Spelman Semi- 
nary. Tney engage fortnis work the very best 
teachers who ean be bad from the famcus normal 
schools of Oswego, N. Y., and Bridgewater, Mass, 
was specially interested in the work of 
Profcasor Webster, of Atlanta univers 
sity. I saw hiia teach botany, 
p!.ysies, chemistry and ‘methods’. during the 
schocl nours of two days. It was an excellent cxs 
empla:'—the best 1 ever saw in Georgia--ot what 
specially distinguishes the most improved modern 
instruction. J] haveseen students in science per- 
form. manipulations in Georgia schools, and of 
course this is an improvement; but Professor Web- 
ster drew them out to dothe thinking. The teach- 
ing ot Professor Clifford, of Clark university, also 
interested me much. 

Now, all three of these schools have an excellent 
normal department, and all receive women as pus 
pile. Spelman seminary is exclusively a boarding 
school tor girls, over which presides a woman of 
great executive ability and devotion to her work, 
Siiss Packard, Tne Indy who will probably teach 
astronomy next sessiou was introduced to me. Miss 
Lucy Upton, and she is the sister of Professor Upton, 
the distinguished professor in astronomy at Brown 
university, Providence, R. I. 

This is what outside philanthropy is doing for 
the colored girls of Geo:gia. If there is anything 
in white blood the pupils of these schools ought to 
be capable of receiving this good instruction to ex- 
eellent advantage, forabout two-thirds in every 
school of the kind Lever saw are of mixed blood. 
Of these a good way are quadroons and octoroous; 
and in every euch school there are always one, two 
or three with red heads and freckled faces. The 
teachers tell methat they donot see thatthe ad- 
mixture of white blood gives any superiority. To 
this there always seems tome to be this answer: 
That the very factthat the proportion of mixed 
bloed in these schoolsisso much greater than in 
the general negro population of the state, 
is in itself incontestable evidence of 
hisher aspirations. I] will state, though I am 
wandering from my subject in doingso, that my 
own estimate of the number of mulattoes inthe 
gencral population of the state is, that itis within 
one-tenthof the whole. I have not time tosay 
how this estimate was made, and, in fact, J will 
return tomy subject. 

A large proportion of the students of these schools 
teach in the public schools of the state of Georcia, 
In my trip through tue schools of Wilkes county I 
saw anumber of them at work, and many of thein 
were doing excellent work. The cffect of their 
education in good normaland secondary schools 
was very evident. 

There is one advantage which the teachersin 
these normal schools and their pupils have. They 
donot haveto coutend on the part of parents 
with any positive prejudice in favor of ont- 
worn ways of teaching. The parents never inter~ 
fere by saying, “I want my children taucht 
asIwas taught.’”’ Their docility is remarkable, 
But I believe that the self-centred independence o 
the whites, isa much more valuable quality, if you 
can only combine it with a little enlightenment. 

in giving money for general education, Georgia 
is changing her policy and it is a good thing not to 
go too fast in a matter which spends a good deal of 
money. Butifany money is to be given to the 
girls, this is the place to begin it seems to me, viz; 
with making a normal school. Here is the work, 
here are the girls that must largely do it. It may 
be said perhaps, that it is a poor hope for the pub- 
lic, if the state commen schools must be taught by 
young women wha are not going to teach except 
fora few years. In the first place, lhere is nobody 
else todo the work. TothisI wiil add, that gir's 
educated in really good schools are not incompetent 
to dothis work. And there is another considera- 
tion. Those who dothe best work and are most in 
demand are apt to teach longer. I donot think 
that the independence derived from successful 
work in the least indisposes women to marry well; 
but my own observation has shown me thatit 
makes them far less inclined tomarry hastii® The 
opportunities of good work may keep those whoare 
the best qualified to make teachers at work for 
many years; and these would fill the most responsi- 
bie places. 

Now. it would be utterly out of the question to 
have a normal school which would educate all our 
public school teachers. Such a school could prob- 
ably send only a few girls into each county, and it 
is vers likely that the best of these wonld work in 
high schools which have primary departments. It 
wou dimprove all ovr schools by making a better 
standard. The large number of our public school 
teachers are educated in the high schoois of which 
Ispeak, and thus the better ways of teaching 
would come with them into the common schools. 

Perhaps this somewhat indirect way of benefit- 
ting the common schools may nct seem sutfticient. 
It is the only way for us. Improvements work from 
the top down, but never fromthe bottom np, ‘It is 
perhaps somewhat otherwise with the colored peo- 
ple who have no traditions to follow, For im- 
provement and direction they look up to the teach- 
= in these erent eeereneey schools. 

suppose thatin spending money, the object fs 
the publicgood. Beyond the mere education ‘ofthe 
@cmmon schools, we cannot give superior advant- 


ages to all girls We have no money but what 


comes from tax payers. Toe words “nation,” 
“state,”’ used for the government, come to us from 
people who bave used them to confuse the idea 
that the money comes from the taX payers at last. 

_In Georgia we were all ra:sed on strict construc- 
tion and private enterprise. But we always eee 
nized the obligation of doing so:nething with pu 
lic money to help in the education of leaders. 

Now, if seems to me the thing forthe women of 

Tgia isto hayea normal school, If there is to 
be @ school with other industrial features, this 
should certainly be the nucleus, Our neighbors, 
Tennessee and Alabama, have them, and | think 
South Carolina also. Tne greatest trouble, after 
getting the money voted, will be to get the school 
well officered. It has been a great source of dilfli- 
culty in both Tennessee ond Alabama. 

In speaking of the missionary schools for the ne- 
groes round Atlanta, 1 wili add a word which is 
pertinent to the education of girls. I should have 
Said, perbaps, that the secondary department of 
these colored schools, doing what we should 
call high school and academic work, is very 
excellent, But it is in no sense better than the 
work of our best high schoois, female academies 
and colleges. It is in the normal department and 
in the science studies conducted by Professor Web- 
ster and other normal teachers, that the great ad~ 
vantage.is visible. But there is anotier matter of 
great benefit, of which 1 will say a few words. This 
is the cheapness of board. The board is, I think, 
ubout $10 per month. Of course, these schcols are 
largely aided by giftsof money. But I think this 
Pays salaries, aud aids students in paying board. | 
think the $10 pays actual expense for food and at- 
tendance in buildings, tor which norentis pai*. | 
have been through the dormitories, and have sev- 
eral times walked through the dining-rooms while 
the students were at dinner. The dormitories were 
neat and clean and also comfortable. and the food 
Was excellent and well served. 

With buiidings without rent duo on them, 
and teachers paid, I think it would te 
possible to turnish good board for our white girls at 
this price. We need a eschoolof high character 
with board as cheap as this inevery county. But 
do not understand me to say that the legislature 
should raise the money for it by taxatiou. If any- 
body ought to be taxed, which is very doubtiul, it 
is each county for itself. 

I mention these facts simply to show one of tie 
problems to solve in having good schools to educate 
the public school teachers. In my opinion, the 
only thing the state of Georgia could be expected to 
do would be to educate teachers for such secondary 
schools, 

Thopel have thrown a little light ona much- 
discussed subject. I donot aspiretodo more than 
mace a contribution to the discussion.

With one long, loud, piercing scream the 
stricken woman sank to ‘the ground in a swoon. 
Kind hands tenderly raised her aud she was 
borne, in an unconscious condition, to the 
home she had left but a few houre so full of 
hope and joy. Brain fever resulted and for 
many days and nights we thought she would 
fie. The ladies of the village took turns in 
nursing her, and all seemed to feel much pity 
for the afflicted negress. It was heartrending 
to hear her cries in her delirium, for her lost 
Darlin’. Her life was spared, but reason was 
dethroned. 

Mr. Layenby, with his family, left home one 
day earlier than he expected, and, iu a railroad 
accident, his wife and child where killed. So, 

after being delayed one day, he heansht Van- 
delia, with her babe on her ‘bosom, home in her 
coftin. 

He buried her in the village churchyard by 
the side her young mother. 

This happened about one year ago, and 
Mammy June has met every up train since she 

got well, always asking of the passengers, that 
same sad question: 

‘Is you seed Dariin’ anywhars?”’ 

A few years after our visit to this little | place 
I was again traveling with friends and rel a- 
tives over this same road, and we expected to 
stop at — I told the sad story of ‘‘Mammy 
June” and “Darlin’”’ to my friends, who 
seeined muchgffected thereby and expressed a 
desite tosee the negress. When we reached 
the station the red-and-yellow turban of the 
poor woman could be seen towering above the 
heads of the villagers, but she was greatly 
changed. Her cheeks were hollow, her eyes 
and teinples sunken, and her poor form so 
emaciated that her hands rese:nbied the claws 
of some lower animal, while the oxpression of 
her large eyes had che nged to one of utter 
hopelessness. She asked of us the same old 
question, **Is you seed Darlin’ anywhars ?’’ 

A little girl of our party offered her a basket 
of oranges, but she shook her head sadly, say- 
ing: “No, no, honey, do’ want no oringes; hits 
Darlin’ | wants : I wants Darlin’,”’ and with 
the tears streaming down her withered black 
cheeks she walked away, followed by a stout 
young negress. 

I learned that her old master, Mr. Johnson, 
fearing she might not be kindly treated, would 
not hear to her being sent to an asylum; and 
so he employed this woman toattend the faith- 
ful creature who had so truly loved the two 
idols of his life. 

I have recently.learned that on July 25, 18586, 
the poor, demenied creature went, as usual, to 
meet the ‘uptraiu,’ which, by reason of an ac- 
cident, was on this day detained more than 
two hours. While awaiting its arrival she 
walked restlessly up and down the track, and 
no amount of coaxing could induce her to 
leave it. The day was intensely hot, and be- 
ing overcome by the heat, she fell, insensible, 
on the track. She was carried to her home, 
where, at sunset, her face alinost brilliant with 
a sinile of recognition, she died with these 
words on her lips, **Praise God, I sees Darlin’ 
now !”’

Some of Atlanta’s Leading Physicians Fxpress In- 

teresting Views on This Vital Question—There is 

_a Difference in These Opinions—The Folly of 
Some of Dr. Hammond’s I)!ustrations. 


Do you drink ice water? 
Dripk it, if you choose, but—drink it in 
moderate quantities, and don’t let it be too 


cold. 
That isthe burden of the opinions of the 
Atlanta physicians, whose views are given to- 


day. 

A number of leading phygicians were asked 
their opinion on— 

‘First: The use of ice water. 

Second: The use of iced tea. 

The views of anumber of these physicians 
are printed below. It will be of interest to 
know how your doctor and how other doctors 
view this question—a vital question it is at 
this time of the year. 

Dr. William A. Hammond, one of the lead- 
ing physicians of this country, takes what may 
be regarded as extreme views on this subject 
in a recent article in the North American Re- 
view. Dr. Hammond has said that man ought, 
under proper conditions, live forever, but the 
drinking of ico water and other iced drinks 
evidently does not comply with these condi- 


tions. 
Opinions differ, and on no question more 


widely than on this under consideration, Let 
the doctors answer this question. 


Dr. R, C. Word. 


To your note asking my views upon the use 
of ice water as 2 summer arink and the use of iced 
tea as a summers drink, I reply that I regard the 
moderate use ot ice water, drank slowly, as refresh- 
ing and harmless—especially so if there be thirst, 
There is danger of drinking rapidly a large quan- 
tity of ice water, especially when overheated, by 
reason of the great contrast in the temperature of 
ice and that of the stomach, whic’ is as B2 to 1090, 

The usual effect of a large draught of ice water is 
the driving of the blood from the mucous lining of 
“the stomach, causing it to change from its natural 
redtoapale color. Thisis followed by reaction, 
apd a return of blood to the organ in an increased 
quantity, constituting congestion. 

Thanks to the recuperative powers of the system 
the excessive flow of blood tothe part usually sub- 
sides, the eqailibrium is restored and no serious 
harm results. Butinasensitive or feeble subjcct, 
or when from undue exereise or other cause 
the vital powersare lowered the sudden cold may 
cause a violent spasmodic contraction or cramp of 
the stomach, attended with rigor and followed by 
febrile reaction, and porhese nflammatien of the 
organ. In some instances the shock tothe nervous 
system is so severe that reaction does not take place, 
and the man sinks as in a fatal congestive chill. 

Mauy years ago, in upper Georgia, a criminal was 
pursued with bloodhounds for several hours 
on a very hot day. When caught he drank 
freely of very cold water, was seized with 
a@ violent cramp and chill, from which he never re- 
acted. 

I regard iced tea as more harmful than ice water, 
because it is usuaily taken at meals. Experiments 
in artificial digestion show that the process is ar- 
rested when the temperature is lowered, the best 
results being ob ained at 100°, which isthe normal 
temperature of the stomach. 

The astringency also of the tea is objectionable. 

In one of vigorous health the interferance to the 
digestive precess may be soon overcome by the re- 
actionary powers ofthe organ, but one of feeble 
digesting powers, especially if troubled with acid 


dyspepsia, should beware of iced tea.

Iced water, taken at a proper rate, and in proper 
quantity, isa refreshing and wholesome beverage 
for persons in ordinary health. The matter of re- 
freshmenut is of more importance than is generally 
supposed, and timely refreshment will often pre- 
vent illness. 

The danger that some seem to see in the use of 
‘ced water bas not been apparent to me, and I be- 
lieve that physicians have rarely to respond to Calls 
on account of illness due to this alone. 

The same remarks apply in the main to iced tca. 
Itisto be remembered, however, that there is a 
considerable num ber of persons to whom tea, hot or 
cold, is 10t suitable. These, of course, should ab- 
stain from its use, as from any other burtful article. 

That pure water, fresh from a cool well, may be, 
asa general thing, better than either iced water or 
iced tea, is hardly a reply to the questions you 
ask.

In reply to your question regarding the use 
ofice water and tea, I have only to say that i have 
not suilicient time to enter into any discussion of 
the subject, but 1 believe that the dangers of their 
use have been much exaggerated recently. The 
article on this subject by Dr. Hammond has drawn 
the attention of the public to this subject; and 
while it is probably true that his suggestion 
that the use of drinks not lower than 
60 degrees temperature would, in many cases, be 
conducive to better health, yet 1am unable to see 
the baneful results of the consumption of cold 
drinks. The fact that sudden death in those overs 
hcated has resulted from the ingestion of iced wa- 
ter, should not, I think, be used zas an‘ argument 
a@zanist its moderate usc.

In acrordance with your request,I give you my 
views upon ice water and iced (ea as summer 
@rinks. 

Taking up first the question of drinking ice 
water, it may be said that many physiciaus hold 
what I consider very extreme views. 

Dr. William A. Hammond fs a4 fit representative of 
this class,and in discussing this subject in the 
North American Review for June, he indulges in 
Bpome very puerile reasoning. For instanve, he 
gays: ‘These good people forget that the ice they 

ut into the water to make it, as they suppose, more 

tforthe wants of the human system, is their 
act, and not nature’s.’’. 

If we are influenced by such an argument as this, 
we must eat raw wheat instead of bread, in order to 
be consistent. 

Another choice bit of his logic is the following: 

‘‘In the old days of Slavery the negroes of the 
gouth were remarkable for their good teeth, for ice 
water wasadrink unknown to them. But with 
freedom and more money at their disposal than 
they formerly had, they have taken to tippling the 
icy liquid, and asa consequence bad teeth are fre- 
uently seen among them."’ Could any statement 

e more absurd? Passing by all the 
deteriorating physical influences that have 
surronuded the negro ever since emancipation, Dr. 
Hammond singles out the drinking ofice water as 
the cause of their bad teeth! Ifhe knew anything 
about the negroes, he would know that as a rule 
they do not drink ice water atall. 

His extreme views have to be bolstered up by bad 
arguments, because there are no good ones in his 
favor. 

I occupy a middle ground, and believe that the 
drinking of ice water in moderation by persons of 
average health and vigor is not injurious, 

If taken in excess, or by persons who suffer from 
dyspepsia, it interferes with digestion by dimishing 
the amount of blood in the walls of 
the stomach, and as a consequence the 
amount of gastric juice. Under these circumstances 
it is needless to say itis injunous. It goes without 
faying that it is dangerous to drink inordinate 
quantities of ice water when one is overheated, 

Iced tea, by virtue of its low temperature and the 
tannic acid it contains, is doubly astringent. and, 
therefore, more powerful for working mischiefthan 
ice water. And yet I do not think its moderate use 
will hurt persons whose digestion is naturally good.

his, if exerted at long intervals, may not do harm, 
but ifin almost constant operation, as in the daily 
use of iced drinks, in my judgement, sooner or 
later produces disease, 

Iam not an advocate for the usé of ice in disease 
unless most judiciously used under the guidance of 
a fever thermometer. It is my opinion that more 
harm than good has been doné by the indiscrim- 
inate and reckless use of ice for reducing heat in 
disease without the guide of a thermometer, and 
the iustrument, as is well known, has been in gen- 
eral use only for teu or fifteen years. I mean gen- 
eral use. 

I agree with Dr. Hammond, ot New York, that the 
constant use of any drink below 50degrees, Fabren- 
heit, is injurious. 

I have seen a number of cases of dyspepsia and 
kidney disease, to my mind, clearly the result of 
this habit. I believe Bright's disease is frequently 
produced by it.

roughiy speaking, to tise results of taking a coid 
bath after active exercise or vigorous exeriion. 

Intensely cold water is not so grateful to the pal- 
ate and does not allay thirst so effectually as cool 
or moderately cold water, Eating 
new or ice iilustrates, in a familiar manper, this 
act. ; 

It is not advisable, even if it was practicable, to 
fixa standard temperature at which water should 
be drank. Circumstances, conditions and environ- 
ment must, of necessity, modify any atiempt to 


establish a thermometric guuge. 

The water freshly drawn from our best deep wells 
mmay be accepted as representing the normal tem- 
perature, so to speak, of drinking water. It 
would be useless and undesirable to add ice to 
water likethis. But in most cities stored water, 
thatis water collected aud kept in cisterns or reser~ 
voirs, is, from the force of circumstances, used to 
the exclusion of well WOtels Hgn ce ip yaost cities

is not so acceptible to the taste or so refreshing to 
the system as cool water.

The attempt sometimes made to ascribe ‘Amert- 
can dyspepsia,’ and the prevalence of certain kid- 
ney disorders to the ‘‘American habit” of drinking 
ice water is simply absurd, 

There are causes in operation more plausible and 
more potent than this, 

As to iced tea: 

Generous draughts of any cold liquid, taken with 
food, is undoubted!y a severe tax upon the diges~ 
tive process. The excessive use of Jiquids, warm or 
cold, at meals tends to impair the digestion by dilu- 
ting the gastricjuice. A cold drink still further di- 
ininisbes the digestive power by (probably) chiliing 
the stomach and lessening the secretion of the flow 
of gastric juice. Experience teaches, 
however, that the moderate use 
of warm drinks at meals is actually serviceable and 
directly aids digestion. Hence the almost universal 
custom of taking warm soup at dinner, and warm 
cotlee or tea at breakfast and at supper. 

Iced tea, if not intensely cold, would be, ordina- 
rily, unobjectionable if taken without food. A 
person of good or of average digestive power could 
certainly take a glass of iced teaas usually served 
even with food, without experiencing any ill effects, 
Buta person witha feeble digestion will find the 
difficulty ot digesting a meaLorien increased by in- 
duligence in iced drinks—an experience which 
would frequently be avoided by taking the liquid 
warn, J. B. Barrp, M. D.

Briefly stated there is nothing inherently inju” 
rious, in the use of either ice water, or iced tea, as 
summer drinks. Their healthfulness, or unhealth- 
fuluess, will depend upon the manner in which 
they are used. Aside from individuoel peculiarities, 
and weaknesses, both of these articles are wholo- 
some, and refreshing, when properly éinployed: 
their injudicious and excessive use, like everything 
else, may prove injurious. Ice water should not be 
‘gulpead down’”’ rapidly and in large gaantities 
ata time. as is but too common; and especially 
when one is overheated. Drank in this way it gives 
a sudden shock to the stomach, tends to congest 
that Organ, and may by its disorder of the circula- 
tion, produce congestion of other organs. Moreover, 
it tends to increase thirst, when used in this man- 
ner. The stomach reacting to sudden cold, is irri- 
tated, and heated, something after the manner in 
which the hands feel heated and burning in the 
juvenile practice of squeezing snow in the waking 
of ‘‘snow bails.’’ This heating of the stomach 
creates, consequently, an artificial thirst: hence we 
often hear a person say, “The more ice water I 
drink, the more I want.’’ Ice water should be drank 
slowly; itshould be heldin the mouth for a few 
seconds, and then be swallowed deliberately, thus 
allowing the mouth and throat to be cooled, a very 
important point in the allaying of thirst. Thus 
used, its temperature is somewhat raised, 
aod the stomach receives no 
shock, while the refreshing 
fully. obtained. Iced tea is a 
and refreshing diink to most people. andis one of 
the best, if not the best means of assuaging thirst. 
It is greatly superior to ice water in this respect,

ATLANTA, Ga., July 20, 1889.—Editors Con- 
stitution: Replying to your request of yesterday, I 
will say: in my opinion the stomach was never in« 
tended to receive ice-cold drinks of any kind. 

The first efiect of a draught of ice-cold water is to 
chill the lining membrane of the stomach; the con- 
stringing’ot the blood vessels js the result and for a 
time the fiuid must remain graduaily absorbing heat 
from all the surrounding structures, until raised to 
the temperature of the blood, when it can be ab- 
sorbed. The blood, when thus forced away from 
the stomach and interior of the body, seeks the 
surface, causing free perspiration and a pleasant 
cooling sensation from the consequent evaporation. 
The subsequent action of the blood is an increased 
return to the stomach, amounting not ipirequently 
to a severe congestion. 

The glass of pulverized ice, to which is added a 
littie water, is ata freezing temperature when taken, 
and imany ofthe more dense liquids, mineral waters, 
etc., have a still lower temperature: hence it is easy 
to see that the functions of the stomach must prace 
tically stop until the temperature of the water taken 
has become raised from the freeziug point, to nearly 
blood heat. 

Iced drinks at meals impairs digestion by absorb- 
ing the heat of the stcmach, thus producing more 
or less chill, by diminishing the blood supply nec- 
essary in its functional activity; by holding in a di- 
lute condition the pepsin or digestive ferment, thus 
oe action and by depressing the nervous 

orce. 

Iced tea is much more injurious 
than iced water, in that it 
contains tannic acid, which is the chief cause of 
the chronic dyspepsia and many other ailments of 
old ‘‘tea drinkers.”’ 

Of course this subject could be enlarged upon 
very great!y, bul as you requested a “brief” reply, I 
suppose the above willsuffice.

In response to your interrogation as to “‘the 
use of ice water as a summer drink,’’ it is requisite, 
as a preliminary matter, to understand what is im- 
plied by the term ice water. I presume that it 
signifies a reduction of the temperature to nearly at 
freezing point by the intermixture of ice with the 
water, and in view of the depressing influence of 
dr@ughts of such a cold fluid upon the function of 
stomach, it cannot be otherwise than prejudiced to 
digestion. If taken along with the food it must 
necessarily retard the gastric action by lessening 
the heat which is essential to the digestion process; 
and the same holds true in the use of icé cream as 
a dessert. 

In case the ice water or ice cream is taken into 
the stomach after the food has undergone the mod- 
ification of the gastric juice and passed out of the 
stomach, they would not be liable tothe same ob- 
jection, and may even tend, in moderation, to allay . 
the excitement of the organ following the per- 
formance of its function. I would consider there. 
fore that ice tea at the evening repast, in which the 
lightest nrticles of food are introduced into the 
stomach, accompanied by interrupted portions, at 
each swallow, ought not to prove prejudicial. 

The reported instances of cramp of the organ 
from the introduction of copious draughts ot ice 
water into the stomach, demonstrate the unfayora- 
ble effect of excessive use of ice water; and such 
excesses should be avoided, especially when the 
body isin a heated state. 

In regard to the employment of ice to induce 
sucha cooling effect upon water as to producea 
temperature corresponding tothat of the natural] 
supply from wells and springs, no unfavorable 
consequences are anticipated. If used in this form, 
with moderation, to allay thirst, apart from the 
occasion of taking a substantial meal, I should con- 
sider it proper as a summer driuk. But those having 
a natural suppiy of cool water, may dispense with 
all iced drinks, and this is the safest and best courge 
for all who would promote a healiby digestion. 

The question, a8 proposed, does not include a 
consideration of iced driuks in diseased or inflam« 
matory steps of the mucous membrane of the stom- 
ach; and though thisis an interesting phase of the 
subject for physicians, it bas littie bearing upon 
public health, which ts the matter of special impor- 
tance from the standpoint of the sanitarian. I 
would summarize by saving, abstain from ice in 
health; may have the benefit of it in sickness.

One argument against the use of ice water, is that 
it increases thirst, and while a certain amount of 
water is necessary to the digestive process, an ex- 
cessive quantity impairsit by so diluting the gas- 
tric juice that food can not dissolved. Again, ice 
water or tea, deranges digestion by causing a 
suspension of the pepsin, by lessening the blood 
supply of the stomach, and by a depressing in- 
fluence on the digestive organs. The injurious con- 
sequences of iced drinks isso well understood by 
the medical fraternity that we have a form of dys- 
pepsia disignated as “ice water dyspepsia,’’

In reply to your kind invitation, to give my 
views on the use of ice water and iced {ea as gum- 
mer drinks, I will simply say that ice water is in- 
jurious, and ¢éspecially when taken just before, 
during, or soon after meals, The injury arises 
Mainly from lowering the temperature of the 
stomach, temperarily at least, below the normal 
Standard, sides this, the free use of 
fluids of any kind interferes with 
digestion by diluting ths gastric juice to such a 
degree as to ad ape its proper action on the food 
ingested. This is one ot the most fruitful sources of 
our prevailing disorder, dysrepsia. The same is 
true of tea, with the additional disadvantage that 
it i3 an astringent, and a narcotie stimulant, acting 
“apt on the neryous system, and checking 
the secretions of the stomach and bowels, and re- 
tarding the natural pesistoluic action of the latter. 
Result, nameless nervous disorders and constipa- 
tion. Could write much more, but presume you 
want something briet and to the point.

The Legislature of 1784. 


Epirors ConstTituTion: It is a glorious 
thing to die for one’s country, but more glorious to 
live for one’s country—to live and labor for human- 
ity. The unselfish patriotism of the founders of 
our state mustever command the admiration of 
every true Georgian. Oglethorpe, Wesley and 
Whitfield are namas that never will be forgotten. 

But there are other patriots of primitive Georgia 
who should be remembered. We allude to the 
members of the Georgia legislature of 1754, who laid 
the foundations of ‘The University of Georgia’ by 
a graut of 40,000 acres of land as an endowment for 
same, and promoted besides the cause of common 
education throughout ourstate. The most prom- 
inent ofthese patriotsare known to us all. Yet 
many are almost forgotien, and we give the roll of 
rg compiete—'governor,” “council” and ‘‘dele- 
gates,”’ 

In searching for the names of the legislature 
of 1754 wo found that the _ public 
records of our state, in our “state library,’’ 
or armgong the documents of our ‘‘Secretary of State”’ 
contains no record of same, as no legislative journals 
were published prior to 1799. For this information 
we are indebted to the courtesy and Jabors of Cap- 
tain John Milledge and Colonel N. C. Barnett, 
Through tle kindness of Gencral Henry R. Jackson, 
of Savannah, however, their names have been fur- 
nished your correspondent by ‘'The Georgia Histor- 
ical Society’’ of said city. 

The legislature of Georgia met in Savannah 
Thursday, January 8th, 1754. 

The following members were chosen as executive 
council: 

For Liberty county—Major Philip Low and James 
Powell, Esq. 

For Burke county—Jobn Green and John Fulton, 


LSqQs. , 

For Wilkes county—George Walton and Danfel 
Coleman, Esqs. 

For Richmend county—James McNeil and Zache- 
riah Fann, Esgs, 

For Chatham county—William Btephens, Esq., 
and Major John Habersham. 

For Ettingham county—Jenkins Davis and Jolin 
Spencer, Esqs. e 

Jobn Houston, Esq., Colonel Joseph Habersham 
and William Maxwell, Esq., were amoung 
the delegates elected to this legislature from 
Chatham county, but as that body elected John 
Houston as governorand Joseph Habersham as a 
delegate to congress, aud as William Maxwell de- 
clined to take Lis seat, an election for three others 
was held Saturday, January 17th, when Captain 
James Gunn, Dr. James Houston and Peter Bard, 
Esq., was elected. 

Richmond County Delegates to General Assembly 
of 1784.—Elected at Brownsborough, Wiiliam Glas- 
eock, William Candler, James Mcferland, James 
McNeil, Charles Crawford, Robert Middleton, 
Greenbury Lee, Zachariah Fanp, William Few and 
Benjamin Few, Esqrs.

ANNISTON, Ala., July 17, 1889.—Editors 
Constitution: In glancing over THE CONTTITUTION 
of Sunday my eye rested upon the following para- 
graph in the editorial columns: 

“Rev. Joe Twitchell, of Hartford, Conn., has re- 
fused the degree of LL. D. He is airaid Mark Twain 
will call hfm ‘Doc’ and laugh at him.”’ 

The mention of Rev. Joe Twitchell’s name re- 
vived recollectious of an incident in his life which 
was related to mea number of years ago by Mr. D. 
C. Becon, of Savannah, which stamped him not 
only a true christian, but a noble, chivalrous gent- 
leman aud soldierof tbe highest type ot glorious 
manhood. The reading public heard of Kev. Mr. 
Twitchell as one of the “Innocents Abroad’”’ in 
Mark Twain’s famous book and by reputation as 
one of the leading Presbyterian divines of Connec- 
ticut, and pastorof the -church with which the 
genial American humorist who is his staunch 
friend and admirer is conriected. 

Ths incident to which I refer, however, aud 
which so grandly typifies the character of the man, 
is worthy of publicatiou, but has never ap- 
peared in print. The narrative made a deep im- 
pression upon me atthe time and the appearance 
of the quoted paragraph in yonr columns has re- 
called ittomy mind. Letme relate it as well as I 
can, as it was told me by Clint Bacon, who natur- 
ally isan-enthusiastic friend and admirer of the 
reverend gentleman. Said Mr. Bacon: “When I 
was taken prisoner at Gettysburg with my brother 
Albert and the balance of the wounded of the 
Eighth Georgia regiment, there was one man above 
all others who extended material aid and comfort 
to the wounded of our regiment, and that man was 
the chaplain of a Connecticut regiment—a young 
man then I should say about 21 years of age—the 
Rev. Joseph Twitchell. I was well, and worked to 
the tullextent of my health in bringing water, 
dressing wounds and doing for the wounded what 
was possible. Mr. Twitclell worked with me day 
after day in administering tothe physical wants of 
the poor wounded boys. He could not bave done 
more bad they been members of his own regiment, 
I may eite one or two instances. Young 
Patterson, of Savannah, died during the 
night; in the. early morning I commenced 
digging a grave for him. Mr. Twitchell 
found me at work and took the pick away from me, 
“The living need your attention; we will dig the 
grave and let you know when itis ready; and as- 
sisted by a young Catholic priest, dug the grave and 
helped to wrapthe brave boy in his blankctand 
lay him away, 

A few days after this occurrence Mr. Twitchell 
informed me that his regiment was ordered away, 
and inquired if there was anything else he could do 
forus, After thanking him for what he had done, 
I told him that my brother Albert’s head, owing to 
the bullet hole through it, andiniiammation hay- 
ing set in, was very painful, and I would give any- 
thing fora feather pillow, but I knew that was im- 
possible to obtain on the battlefield. He left me, 
but in an hour returned with a feather pillow, 
which was a blessed relief to the suffering soldier.” 

“The nobility of character displayed by Rey. Mr. 
Twitchell on the historical field of Gettysburg over 
a quarter of acentury ago will never be forgotten 
by Major Bacon and the surviving membersof the 
gallant Eighth Georgia who weie wounded in that 
memorable conflict, and whenever and wherever 
his name is mentioned in their presence thestore of 
his kindnessand consideration to them will be told.

THAT TERRIBLE CLOUDBURST. 


The Lost of Lifein Little Kanawha Valley, 
Weat Vi:ginia. 

Wueetrc, W.Va, July 20.—A special from 
Parkersburg to the Regisiter says that an esti- 
mate can hardly yet be formed of the great 
calamity that has swept over Little Kanawha 
Valley, but enough is known to mark it as the 
most destructive in lifeand property ever oc- 
curring in West Virginia. The scene of the 
greatest disaster was on Pond Creek, Jackson 
county, and Tucker Creek, Wirt county. The 
two streams head together and the cloudburst 
inust have cccurred near the water shed. 
Pond Creek rose twenty-five feet in one hour. 
The water spread from hill to hill: and carried 
all before it. Four men took refuge in the 
Thomas mill. The mill was washed away-and 
Edward Boss was drowned. Thomas Black 
and his newly wedded wife were washed from 
their home and perished. Thomas Hughes, 
his wife and four children, fled from their 
home, but the water overtook them and none 
escaped but Hughes. On Tucker Creek, seven 
liyes are reported lost. Thejloss to property 
will run up in the millions. 


ELECTRICAL STORMS. 


Pereons Killed by Lightning in 
Massachusetts. 

East BrooxkFiE.p, Mass., July 20.—During 
a terrific thunderstorm tonight, which pre- 
vailed throughout the central and western 
portion of Massachusetts James H. Kierner, 
provigion dealer, was struck by an electric bolt 
and Mstantly killed. Louis Harper, who kept 
arestaurant, was also struck and knocked 
across tlhe room, his ear being nearly severed. 
James Corcoran, baggagemaster at the Boston 
and Albany railroad station, was also pros- 
trated by the shock.

‘A GARRULOUS WOMAN. 


WRITES AN IMPUDENT LETTER 
HOME 


AND BERATES HER NEW FRIENDS 


The Wife of President Canfield Caught in 
Her Duplicity Before She Had Time 
to Get Away—Her Explanation. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 20.—[Special.]—If 
anybody was ever surprised, Mrs. Flavia Can- 
field was today, when she saw printed in the 
Nashville papers a private letter she had writ- 
tena friend in Topeka containing some re- 
markable statements. 

THE FOOLISH LETTER. 

The American this morning printed the fol- 
lowing: 

We publish below, from the Topeka, Kansas, 
Cayitol, a letter from one of our most cultured vis- 
itors, the wife of Presicent J. H. Canfield, giving 
the impressions made upon her by her visit south. 
It will be seen that the impressions are hard!y what 
might be termed favorable, but as we are publish- 

ngso much favorable commentit is but fair that 
those who look with less partial, or more prejudiced 
eyes, should be given a hearing. The writer, we 
believe, bas made quitea number of friends during 
ber stay among us, and there will probably be some 
surprise on learuing that her opinionsare, to say 
the least, very uncomplimentary ard her feelings 
not of the kindliest najure. The letter is as follows: 

We came by way of 5t. Louis, and covered Mis- 
souri, part of Iliinofs and the whole of Kentucky. 

I was rather disappointed in the looks of the 
sunny south so faras I have seen it. Kentucxy, 
seen from our car windows, seemed very much lke 
Missouri; unkempt and uninteresting, the towns are 
small, poverty-stricken and Cirty. At the stations 
the people were sunpburned,sad and siolid creatures, 
men chewed tobaceyv, women wore sunbonuets, and 
negroes were plentiful, ragged and dirty, To- 
bacco warehouses were conspicuous in every place 
we passed through; miles and miles of swampy 
roads, and seidom saw a well-kept and prosperous 
looking farm. it is quite possible the railroad 
passed througb the worst part of the country, It 
often does. Nashville is beautifully situated on the 
Cumberland river, and basa population of 100,000 
people. 

Yesterday we went to the largest chursh here, a 
Methodist one. Them inister wes an invited guest of 
the one in charge, and much tomy surprise he gave 

A FINE, LIBERAL SERMON, 
aregular Simon-pure Unitarian sermon, I have 
been told that they are very old-fashioned in relig- 
ious matters in the south, maintaiuving a strict or- 
thodoxy. A Unitarlan cburch does not exist here. 
Imagine my surprise, then, to hear this sermon. 
But, as Tsay, the man was a stranger, and I don't 
think his discourse was relished by the congregation. 
There were no responsive faces around me. Hisone 
thought was: ‘Religion isasimple thing; follow 
the truth as it is revealed to each soul a.id imitate 
Chriwt.’’ He was odd and ‘‘Beechery’”’ in some of bis 
illustrations and expressions. “Ifyou think heaven 
is going to be recruited from the amen Corner of the 
Methodist Episcopal church alone you will be 
mightily mistaken.”’ ‘*We should not make forms 
and ceremouies a part of ourselves, but wear them 
as we co our clothes, ready to lay them aside tor 
betterones when they are outworn. If we wear 
them like our skins we are sure to become bide-

is no better than a parciment-dried old Pharisee.’’ 
‘The Jew is bound by the ciip theory; the Baptist 
has the dip theory; Presbyterians have the grip 
theory; Episcopalians have the tip theory; Methos 
dists have the hop and skip theory, and they are all 
apt to wear these theories like theirskins, till they 
a:c hide- bound.’ Much of his discourse wassmodth 
and eloquent, and think of his quoting. Emerson 
aud Tennyson! A Methodist minister in the south! 

In the afternoon we tooka “dummy’’ street car 
and went to the outskirts of the city, to a pretty 
park six miles out. Thousands of people were ens 
joying the cool breezes uuder the trees in a very 

niet wey. We saw no drunken people all day. 
When we returned we took another ‘‘dummy”’ line 
to see West Nashyille, and the suburbs in another 
direction. The train this time bad two cars, one 
for whites and the other for blacks, 

SEVERAL COLORED GIRLS, 
well dressed anid quiet, got into the car we werc in, 
while we were waiting for the time to start, 
The conductor told them they must goin the next 
car, They left the train with indignant faces,and did 
not goatall. I discussed thisincident witha soutnh- 
ern woman who sat nexttomein thecar. ‘Those 
giris ought not to have been allowed to enter the 
car,” she said. LIasked herif the colored people 
often demanded equalrightsof this sort. “Uh, 
no,’’ she said, “asarule the negroes areright obe- 
dient.’’ *‘They know they bave to be,”’ she added; 
So you see the color line is drawn sharp- 
ly and issometimes resented, We wiil see more of 
this no doubt as the meetingsrso on. The race 
question is the question of our time, I believe. The 
blacks are increasing faster than the whites. Itis 
only a questionjot time when they will outnumber 
the whitcs two to oue. They fre strong and sturdy, 
they are being educated and huve the ballot. What 
is to hinder them from having the power in their 
hands some day? May I then bein some conven- 
ieut cornerin the sky to look down on the spec- 
tacie of .

Well, our trips to the parks showed us the people 
of the middle south, or rather the working people 
ofasoutherncity, takinga holiday. Tonight after 
supper Mr. Canfield and I walked to the state house 
and walked through the grounds by moonlight. 
We passed many solidly elegant houses. There is 
much wealth here. Tie carttots on a hill over- 
looking the city. itscemed very massive and im- 
acsing to metonight. Seen by daylightI have no 
doubt it would notlook so fine, but would appear 
dingy and uncared for, as everything else in the 
south does I had acall trom two southern women 
today; wives of members of the local committee,

letter-writing, 

lam ina depressed state of mind because I have 
just finished a dreadful book, a novel by Florence 
Frich Kelly, whom my husbund is interested in as 
an ex-student of Kansas university, and one he 
thousht promising. 

Ihave read the book because of this interest in 
her. ‘Frances’ isthe name ofit. Itis weak and 
vile. No other word willdo. I am ashamed and 
disgusted that a Kansas woman. should do this 
thing.

The Kesult of a Boller Explosion in Val- 
dosta. 

Vautposta, Ga. July 20,—[Special.]—A 
forty-horse power boiler exploded at Mr. J. ©.

THE ROAD TO GLORY. 

William, the younger, was much impressed 
by the spectacle. He was religiously inclined 
and believed that the murderer, Henderson, 
went straight to heaven from the gallows, ao- 
cording to his statement. 

PRACTICING FOR THE TRIP. 

For the past ten days the boy William was 
accustomed to ascend an improvised gallows 
he had made in the corner of the cowpen fence 
by putting a plank in the angle and a plow 
line on top of ascantiing which served for a 
post. 

Here he would repeat the remarks, prayer 
and song of the preacher, who officiated at 
Henderson’s execution, and the speech of 
Henderson. 

LEAVE THE WORLD VERY SOON. 

His parents took little notice of his actions, 
but yesterday his conversation was to the effect 
that he would leave the world very soon,which 
he did most effectively. William and his 
brother went to the cowpen, as usual, and the 
brother returned to the house, two hundred 
yards distant, 

THE LAST TIME. 

At 8 o'clock p. m. William, not showing up, 
the brother was questioned, and he stated that 
he left him playing Henderson. His 
stepmother, not hearing the usual song and 
speeches, became alarmed, and with others 
rushed down tothe cow pen where the boy 
was found hanging from the fence post on the 
outside of the fence, with

and life extinct. He used in his own execu- 

tion an old plow line, which hardly seemed 

strong enough to bear off the body. it was 
tied around the neck by aslip noose. He 
thought this a short cut to glory.

‘THE DINNER WASHED AWAY. 


The Reunion of the Seventh Georgia Regi- 
ment. 

CarRroirTton, Ga., July 20.—{Special.]—The 
reunion of the veterans of the Seventh Georgia 
regiment was attended here today by about 
seven thousand people. Excursion trains from 
Atlanta, Rome and Griffin arrived at eleven 
o'clock. The train from Atlanta, via Newnan, 
conveying Governor Gordon and a large dele- 
gation of the old veterans from that city and 
intermediate points, was met at the depot by 
several thousand people and a band of music. 

General Gordon was mounted on a white 
steed, and no sconer than he was seen a regu- 
jlarold rebel yell passed up and down the 
line. Every house and window was packed. 
The barbecue was prepared haifa mile north 
of the public square, where Mayor Reese de- 
livered the address of welcome, followed by 
speeches of Governor Gordon, Judge Harris 
and Rey. J. B. Hunnicutt. At one o'clock a 
dark cloud came rapid from the west, 
and before the crowd had dis- 
persed, the rain fell in torrents, 
driving the vast assemblage under the trees 
and shelter. The dinner was entirely destroy- 
ed, and had to be given away to the hogs. The 
hotels were unprepared to feed them, and most 
of the audience ate watermelons and dran 
lemonade instead. There were no accidents, 
and } add i not been for the storm the reunion 
Would have been & grand success. People 
came in for thirty miles to hear General Gar- 
trell speak, but he did notarrive. In the 
afternoon the veterans met in the courthonse, 
and decided to hold their next reunion at De- 
catur, Ga., July 21st, 1840. They passed a 
resolution recommending the passage of Mr. 
Massengale’s bill before the legislature, giving 
them the use of the old capitol in which to 
preserve their records andestablish permanent 
headquarters for the veterans of Georgia.

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The Coming Man. 

In the development of these times noth- 
ing surpasses the growth of literary talent 
in the south. Astonishing especially, when 
you are brought face to face with it, is the 
prominence of a few southern writers before 
a public for whose ear thousands are clam- 
oring. 

In giving the gist of the magazines, THE 
CoNSTITUTION has for several months been 
under the necessity of bringing forward al- 
most every week the work of some writer 
from this section. The quality of current 
iiterature could not have been fairly repre- 
sented without these samples of the work 
of our writers, and but for some of their 
stories and sketches it would have been 
sadly lacking in flavor.

Among their constantly increasing num- 
ber are many who show a sturdy virility 
that is in pleasing contrast with the finicky 
commonplaces of some  over-advertised 
authors whose writings it is the fashion to 
read, though while their readers cry for 
bread they constantly give them a stone. 

Is it too much to hope that there will 
arise from among us a man whose genius 
like that of Scott, shall embalm the tradi- 
tions of our mountain regions and weave 
into poesy the beautiful myths of the In- 
dians, whose queen might have been com- 
pared to Helen and the exploits in her 
service to the deeds of Godlike Hector? In 
the Switzerland of America will no one 
hold up to nature such a mirror as byron 
held up to Jura, around whose exalted 
head ‘‘leaps the live thunder?”’ 

Will there be no high-priest of nature, 
touched with a feeling of her infinity and 
acquainted with her various voice, whether 
it thrills in the linnet’s throat or rises in 
the roar of an angry sea? Will no man 
gather the minstrelsy of the mountains and 
ring it down the valleys to the entranced 
ears of the lowland swain? Who is the 
man and from what quarter will he come? 
Doubtiess from the mountains, whose 
grandeur grows in their high-hearted sons. 
It was there that John Harvard Payne, 
pitying the homeless Indians as they were 
gathered to the west, broke outin a song 
that swept the heart of the world, and 
there the wolian song of the winds shall be 

the lullaby of that high and free spirit 
whose music shall sw ay: us all. 
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A Yoar of Cloud Bursts. 

Our news columns yesterday morning re- 
ported destructive cloud bursts in Illinois, 
Ohio, West Virginia, Dakota and Montana. 

Once the funnel-shaped tornado inspired 
general terror during the summer months, 
but this year the cloud burst has taken its 
place. 

Perhaps no elemental outbreak is so mys- 
terious and so rapid in its work of death and 
desolation. In southern Europe, and in 
some localities in this country, terrible 
stories are told of the havoc and the wreck 
wrought by these awesome visitations. 

A valley lies sleeping under the canopy of 
the summer’s purple haze. The languorous 
air scarcely stirs, and no sound disturbs the 
brooding silence. Suddenly a lake in mid 
air falls in a solid torrent, and village is 
hurled upon village, and the landmarks of 
centuries are piled one upon another, while 
thousands of dead faces floating on the 
mad waters turn their glassy eyes tothe 
pitiless sky. 

A level plain, with fields of waving corn, 
and drowsy farm houses, basks in the golden 
splendor of a summer sun. A few clouds 
gather—a shadow flits over the smiling 
landscape, and without a note of warning 
a mighty mass of crystal is hurled down- 
ward, crushing the cottages like so many 
card palaces, drowning the flocks and herds, 
and tearing out the bowels of the earth. 

A railway train dashes through a cut—a 
teamster stops to water his horses at a mere 
thread of a stream—it is only a matter of a 
moment or so, but in that brief period, be- 
fore the victims see or dread their danger, 
the cloud burst is upon them, and nota 
living soul is left to tell the story. 

A city in all the pride of solid walls—se- 
cure in her defenses of brick and granite 
and iron, uplifts its turrets and spires to 
heaven awaiting the judgment day. The 
hour of doom comes without a sign of 
warning. What the live thunder, and the 
cyclone and the earthquake have spared 
the resistless flood from heaven shatters 
and sweeps away from the face of the earth. 

All this the clond burst does. Of all the 
terrible forces of nature it is the swiftest, 
the deadliest and the most powerful. Is it 
any wonder that its very name carries hor- 
ror with it? 

The State and the Parent. 

The amendment to the senate bill pro- 
bibiting the sale of cigarettes to minors is 
opposed by some because it prohibits such 
sales even when the minors have the con- 
sent of their parents. 

The point is made that this feature of the 
bill interferes with the rights of parents. 

It is too late to raise this objection in 
connection with the*cigarectte Jaw, or any 
other law affecting minors. In old times 
our benighted ancestors believed that 
parents had the right to contro] their chil- 
dren, regulate their habits and their educa- 
tion, and supervise them generally. We 
have outgrown this old-fashioned view. 
Boys and girls belong to the state. The 
state is the daddy of all the children within 
its borders. Thestate assumes the right to 
educate all children, teach them professions 
and trades; regulate their food and drink; 
control their habits; name the beoks for 
them to study, and when one of their dad- 
dies protests the heavy hand of the law 
whacks him into silence. 

Abolish the daddy! Smash him wherever 
he shows his head! These are the watch- 
words of the state in dealing with the 


wretched creature who persists in the ab- 
surd claim that he has the right to control 
his children, 

Georgia has been a little slow, but this 
cigarette bill shows that we are getting 
there. When it comes to smashing the 
daddy we are on deck. Massachusetts is a 
little ahead just now. The old bay state 
made a glorious step forward when she 
made the daddy a criminal when he al- 
o wed his children to stay out of school, and 
made him a criminal again when he sent 
them to a private school. The state loomed 
up grandly when it practically bucked and 
gagged that useless nuisance, the daddy, 
and took entire control of his children, but 
Georgia is preparing to keep step with Mas- 
sachusetts. 

What nonsense it is to talk about inter- 
ference with family government — with 
parental control! Such talk would do in 
the dark ages when the daddy was the head 
of his fan.ily, but in these enlightened days 
the state is the head, and don’t you for- 
get it! 

But it is suggested that if the state can 
make it unlawful to sell a cigarette to a 
boy who has the permisgon of his parent to 
buy and smoke the weed, it can to a still 
greater extent make the wishes of the 
parent of no weight whatever in regulating 
the conduct of his children. Undoubtedly. 
That is what we are working for. The 
state has started out to train its children, 
dispose of them, shape their destinies, and 
the daddy who stands in the way will have 
to gounder. ‘Thisis all there is in it. 

What rights has a daddy anyhow? None. 
Smash him—abolish him— ‘Hit him 
again !’’ 


The People and the Railroads. 

The public has suffered so severely from 
the ravages of trusts, monopolies and com-— 
binations recently that it is an easy matter, 
comparatively, to attract its attention by 
raising the cry of combination and monop- 
oly. 

And yet a combination or a consolidation 
is not necessarily dangerous to the public. 
On the contrary, it sometimes happens that 
combinations can be of more practical and 
permanent benefit to the people than when 
its elements are scattered so as to work in- 
dependently of each other. In other words, 
when a combination is controlled not only 
by public sentiment, but by the law, it can 
be made to work very efliciently in behalf 
of the people. 

We are told, for instance, that the rail- 
road combinations in Georgia destroy com- 
petition, and are, therefore, opposed to 
the interests of the people. Asa matterof 
fact, there has never been any real railroad 
competition in Georgia or in any other 
state. ‘There have been cut rates that were 
alike ruinous tothe business men and the 
railroads, but the ‘‘poo!l’ stepped in and 
not only stopped this, but levied tolls and 
discriminations with a high hand. There 
has never been any attempt on the part of 
the law-makers to destroy the pool except 
by indirection, and yet the pool has been 
guilty of more injustice to the public than 
all the trusts and combinations that could 
be mentioned. 

But now that the pool, which could no 
be reached by either state or national eats 
lation, has been practically superseded—so 
faras Georgia is concerned—by combina- 
tions and consolidations that can be and 
are controlled by the laws of the state, we 
see a creat hue and cry raised against them. 

The legislature is asked to prohibit a con- 
dition of things that the laws of the state 
and the nation have made inevitable, and 
Georgia is called on to indorse legislation 
Which will have no other eiifect than to 
prevent investment in new lines of trans- 
portation. 

There is no advocate of this species of 
legislation who will undertake to say that 
the people of Georgia are suffering from the 
effects of the combinations that now exist 
in this state. The only result has thus far 
been in, favor of the public. ‘The various 
lines have been brought into more harmo- 
nious relations with each other, and the 
raijroad commission is thus enabled to deal 
with fewer problems inthe adjustment of 
rates. 

If these combinations had the effect of 
nullifying the laws under which the com- 
mission operates, or if they enabled the 
roads to evade these laws, thenthe proposed 
new legislation would be timely, and wauld

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THE PAST WEEK’S WORK. 


FJVEVOUSE COMMIITEES HAVE HAD 
MUCH TO DO, 


And the Rosuit is That This Wcex Will Doubtless 
Be a Very Busy Onc—A Number of Special 
Orders Are Now on the Calendar, Among Them 
the Olive and Western and Atlantic Bills, 


The past week has been a committee week in 
the house. Eloquence has been at a discount, 
and parliamentry make-believe subordinated 
to hard, honest work. 

The committee on agriculture, Mr. Wright 
Brady chairman, have held three or four long 
meetings. Mr. Calvin’s bill to establish a 
series of Farmers’ institutes is inthe hands of 
this commitice nuw. Hon. Primus Jones is 
expected to make the speech of his life in sup- 
port of that bill. Mr. Calvin Limself is a mem- 
ber of the agricultural committee, and one of 
its most thoughtful and industrious workers. 
One peculiarity of the agricultural committee 
is that a meeting usually takes up the whole 
afternoon. 

“What's the use in going up on the third 
floor,’’ asks the Colone! from Baker, ‘‘if you’re 
Coming right down again? 1’) tell you how 
that is.’’ 

“How's that?” he was asked. 

‘*You see farmers don’t get together as often 
as these city folks do, and when they do get 
together they want to take their time about 
it. Now, down in Baker county they don’t 
call it going to see anybody unless you bring 
all the folks and stay two or three days. City 
folks don’t believe in that. That’s a farmers 
committee—some mighty good men in it, too. 
That's the reason they stay in session two or 
three hours.”’ 

The committee on appropriations, Captain 
Gordon chairman, have been working like 
beavers. Captain Gordon himself is one of the 
most conscientious and industrious workers in 
the legislature. Nearly every question that 
comes before ths committee is referred toa 
sub-committee, and a thorough examination is 
had before the committee makes its verdict. 
Everything is analyzed and sifted, and ana- 
lyzed again—nothing slips through. 

The committee on bauks, Mr. Harrell, of 
Decatur, chairman, has been poring over an 
unusually large number of bills, and the mem- 
bers of the committee on corporations, Judge 
Lawson chairman, are growing gray together. 

The committee on counties and county mat- 
ters have been manipulating local legislation 
as it was never manipulated before. Mr. Hill, 
of Meriwether, is chairman of the committee. 

The committee on the deaf and dumb asy- 
lum havn't done much, except on other com- 
mittees, but the $15,000 appropriation will call 
it together rext week. 

The education committee. had been busy 
with the McCarty bill for uniform text books, 
and finally reached aconclusion on it. They 
recommend that it donot pass. A number of 
bills for branch colleges of the university have 
been considered, but action déferred until the 
Felton bill is disposed of. The Blair bill 
showed its headin the committee one after- 
noon and then disappeared. A motion urging 
our representatives in congress to favor the 
bill was promptiv tabled. Mr. Murphy Can- 
dler, of DeKalb, is chairman of the committee. 
A sub-committee on education, Mr. Hoitzclaw 
chairman, hasunder consideration the $8,000 
appropriation that used to gotothe Atlanta 
university. The committee has listened to the 
president of that school, read the memo- 
rial in behalf of Spelman = seminary, 
and survived the reading of a I7-page 
statistics speech by the negro law- 
yer, Taylor, in favor of the proposed normal 
school. It is about certain that the money 
will never go back to the Atlanta university. 

The committee on enrollment, Mr. Duggan, 
chairman, are on hand with a report every 
morning. 

The general judiciary, Mr. Berner, chair- 
man, is the lawyers’ committee. There are 
thirty-three lawyers in it, besides the chair- 
man. It’s a hard-working, dignified, conse- 
quential body. 

The committee on hygiene and sanitation 
has two bills before it for a state board of 
health. One of them was introduced by the 
chairman, Mr. Sims, of Lincoin, 

The committee on iinmigration, Mr. Calvin 
chaifman, has been at work on the Simmons 
Dill for an immigration bureau. Captain John 
‘A. Cobb and Major Glessner, of Americus, 
addressed the committee. The committes 
hold another meeting Tuesday night, and some 
fine speeches are expected in support of the 
bill. Editor John Temple Graves will be thero, 
and other prominent people. Mr. Simmons 
will make the concluding argument for his bill. 

The penitentiary committee ts not as 
prominent this session as it 
was at tho last. Arnheim, of 
Dougherty, the brainy and aggressive head of 
the committee, is suffering with sore throat 
and unable to be in his seat. Mr. Huff, his 
colieague in the fight on the convict system, is 
chairman; but the great questions have already 
been decided, and the only meeting held yet 
was toarrange for the annual tonr of inspection 
of the convict work at the coal-mines. 

The railroad committee, Mr. Howell chair- 
man, has been meeting regularly, anda great 
deal of important railroad legislation has 
passed through its hands. The Olive bill sub- 
committee, Mr. Clifton chairman, will soon be 
ready to makeareport on.the Olive bill. 
Colonel Olive will conclude his argument— 
the closing argument-——-Monday night. 

The ways and means cowmittee, 
Harrell of Webster chairman, has been 
at work onthe Arnheim bill to adjust 
counter claim between the state against 
Marictta and North Georgia railroad. 

The Western and Atlantic committee, Mr. 
Rankin chairman, has worked night and day 
on their lease bil! 
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The coming weck will probably be the most 
interesting of the session. 

The special order for next Tuesday is a bill 
by Mr. Atkinson to have the commissioner of 
agriculture elected by the people. 

The special order for Wednesday is a bill to 
provide a system of county taxation for rail 
roads. Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield, 
the bill, and will make aspeech for 
the order is called.

Those 
speeches, and others expected on the bill, will 
be worth listening to.

the notice as required and then the body was 
sent tous. The law requires us to keep the 
bodies sixty days aud to turn them over to rela- 
tives who may identify them.’’ 

‘‘And in this case the body was not cut ?’’ 

“Not atall. The cut in the neck mentioned 
in the paper was simply that necessary in 
the embalming, The law gives every possible 
protection, and we have delivered bodies as 
late as thirty days after they have been sent to 
ms.”’ 

‘*The women in this case speak of the con- 
dition in which the body reached them.”’ 

“Astothat the college has absolutely no 
responsibility after the body has been handed 
over to the person claiming it. As soon as the 
body is identified it is turned oyer to the 
claimant, who can dispose of it as he chooses. 
I wonder if they expect the coilege to furnish 
a cotlin with every corpse ? 

**No, the college certainly acted just as the 
law provides, and from w hat I can learn 
Warden Hunter did his duty.’

THE OLD CAPITOL 


TS THE ONLY BUILDING SUITABLE 
FOR A POSTOFIICE. 


Inspector Moore and Postmasicr Renfroe Hare 
Looked Over the Ground—Nothing Can Be 
Done, However, Until Monday. 


The absolute necessity of a building in 
which te carry on the business of the post- 
office while the present structure is being re- 
paired is apparent. 

Besides the great inconvenience to which 
the public is subjected at present, the safety 
of the mails will soon be threatened. 

The brick hall which extends across the 
room where the mails are sorted, las to be re- 
moved to make way for the high pillars 
which will support that part of the building. 
While this is being done, a number of work- 
men will be constantly about, and at any time 
letters could be carried off. 

Another danger is from water. In heavy 
rains like the one of last night the water 
rushes through the open roof and fivods 
the building. Ther was a practical example 
of this danger yesterday. 

Inspector Moore and Postmaster Renfroe 
spent yesterday evening looking at several 
buildings which were offered in response to 
the advertisement inserted in THr ConstTItTU- 
TION. They concluded, after a careful exami- 
nation, that the old capitol was the only 
building which could be possibly used for a 
postofiice. The two gentlemen went to the 
capitol, meaning to take some steps toward 
leasing the old capitol, but found they would 
be obliged to wait until tomorrow. 

In speaking of the matter, Postmaster Ren- 
froe said: 

“In June I wrote to the postoffice depart- 
mentin Washington and gave tho reasons why 
it was impossible to conduct the business in 
this office.’ I suggested, in my letter to the 
departinent, that they refer the matter to an 
inspector, and get his opinion also as to the 
necessity of moving. My letter was sent to 
Inspector Moore, with the request that he ex- 
amine the building. He endorsed my opinion 
and recommended an immediate move. 

“At that time I thought we could rent the 
corner part of the old capitol, across the street. 
Mr. Moore was empowered by the government 
to come to Atlanta and hire a building for the 
postofiice. 

“I find on examination that some action on 
the part of the legislature, which is now in 
session, is necessary before the old capitol can 
be rented. There are, I hear, two bills before 
the legislature to sell the building. One to sell 
it immedialely and one to sell it in October, 
16590. 

“Mr. Moore and myself went to the capitol 
today to see what arrangements we could 
make. We found the governor out of the city 
and the legislature adjourned until Monday; 
consequently nothing can be done before then. 
The enly entirely suitable building is the old 
capitol, where very few alterations would be 
needed. If the government could get it on 


proper terms they would take it for a year. 
“T hope the legislature will take some mea- 


sures because it wou!d suit the people, the em, 


ployees, and it is_also the most convenient 
place to move into. 
the treasury vaults and safes are just what is 
needed for the registered letter and money 
order department. I dont expect to be here 
many days longer. But while I am here I 
want to do the best Ican for the people of | 
Atlanta and for the government as well.’ 

Mr. Moore notified the chief inspector of 
post offices that nothing could be done until 
Monday and returned to Chattanooga last 
night.

Veterinary Surgeon Cook Reports to the 
Governor. 

Several days ago Commissioner of Agricul-— 
ture Henderson received notice that the 
gianders had appeared in Pike county. 

Veterinary Surgeon Cook was at once dis- 
patched to examine into the matter. Yester- 
day he returned and made his report. He 
states that he was met at Concord by Mr. R. 
M. Jolnson, and taken by = him 
to his plantation. He found that 
Mr. Johnson had purchased a mule the 
15th of January last from a drove of ten which 
were brought from Texas. Tho mule had 
symptoms of the distemper which developed 
into glanders and caused its death. A few 
hours before Cook arrived a fine-blooded mare 
belonging to Mr. Johnson died. He exam- 
ined the body and found a fully developed 
case of glanders. 

Five mules fromthe same drove were pur- 
chased by Mr. Chambers, of Barnesville. 
These and three other fine animals all died of 
the same disease. 

Dr. Cook learned that all the ten mules 
brought from Texas are dead. He again sug- 
gested that some measure should be taken to 
keep diseased Texas stock out of the state.

The Young Girl Who Goes From the Parlor to the 
Stage—Rosina Vokes Has a Word to Say to Her 
—A Gossipy Description of the Apartments of a 
Brilliant New York Woman. 


Louise Applegate is the next stage-struck 
young New York society woman. A debutante 
but last season, wealth and marvelous beauty 
the powers, to eschew the delicate refinements 
of private life for the hardships of an actresses’ 
life, and will make her debut upon the ‘boards 
next season with a company of herown. She 
is small, fair as to skin and flaxen- 
haired. She has acted in private 
entertainments where she has won a great deal 
of applause, and her friends are all sure of her 
success. 

The surety of friends in such matters, how- 
ever, is not always to be depended upon and 
is decidedly different from the opinion of 4 
disinterested audience, who come to be moved 
and amused. Of all professions for women of 
any class the stage is the most hazardous and 
uncertain, except to those who adopt it 
as a sort of inheritance from 
many generations. To her who, like Fanny 
Davenport, found her -childhood’s playing 
ground amid paper forests, it is not so uncer-— 
tain a ventureas tothe young woman who 
steps from her family’s past and present. The 
urgency of success, the hopelessness and terror 
of failure under such circumstances seems 
enough to make the girl in question almost 
demented. 


In entering this world she closes behind her 
forever the gates of the other she has left. If 
she succeeds her people are proud of her, and 
pay her the homage that her busy life allows 
her toaccept. If she fail, sue can never re- 
turn to the old life and old friends. She may 
be among them, but she cannot be of them 
again. A girl with such surroundings must 
stop and ask herself very serious questions. 
If she is sure this is the life above all 
others she would choose, that she can be 
happy and content in no other; and last, but 
most important Of ail, ifshehas confidence in 
her art and a profound love and reverence for 
the work she undertakes, then let her put her 
heart and soul into her career and do her best. 

All art is a sort of religion to those who fol- 
low it rightly. The simplest life work must 
hold to the man who follows it, some meaning 
outside its mere dollarand cent gain, if he 
would be happy in it. 

Art is the clothing of simple things through 
the soul with a beauty immortal. 

In this art of acting Rosina Vokes, in the 
Boston Transcript, givessome fine advice to 
girls wishing to go upon the stage. She has 
no patience with the young woman who 
wishes to keep her intention from her father 
and mother and desires to ‘“‘adopt the stage as 
a profession.’’ Miss Vokes is proud of her 
profession a:d does not want it spoken of in 
that patronizing mauner. If, however, a 
girl, clever and ambitious wanted advice shé 
would try to dissuade her from following a life 
which she thinks too hard—not on moral 
grounds, since a good girl isa good girl any 
where, but because of the terrible mental and 
physical strain. She is herself in a nervous 
tremor whenever she goes on to play a part. 

She says thatthe life is bad on account of 
the jealousies and enmities it engenders, 
but this is scarcely an objec- 
tion since such jealousies aro to be 
found as often in the social world. § 

“But,” sho says, ‘if the voung lady insists, 
I would advise her to take at first any sort of 
part with any sort of salary that she could get. 
If she did not like that plan, then to try 
amateur audiences for awhile and in her 
playing seek torid herself of self-conseious- 
ness and to walk easily upon the stage.” 


Like all actors Miss Vokes scorns elocu-. 


She believes in a young 
actress seeing plenty of good act- 
ing and taking some actress in 
the line she wishes to follow and see how she 
produces her effects, then to imitate the meth- 
ods,not the personality of her prototype. She be- 
lieves in pantomime acting before the mirror, 
being a favorite mode of study of Salvini this 
and many other great actors. She thinks one 
should learn dancing in every style of the art, 
no matter whether itis used in her chosen 
lino or not. Its use of it lies in the 
freedom it gives to arms and _ limbs 
in gesture and movement. 

After all the advice of how tostudy an art 
does little good unless the art is there 
to develop; and if it is, it will seek safely and 
alone its mode of expression.

During arecent visitto New York, I had 
the pleasure of dining with Miss Elilzabeth

Every room looks lived in, having the charm 
of a bright, womanly presence. 


The “living room,” as she calls 
the apartment in which she i wrrites 
and receives her friends, has walls of a 
dark, solid blue, the fringe in small, conven- 
tional gold figures. The wide mantle is draped 
in old gold plush and above it hangs longwise 
a long mirrow in an ebony frame. Above this 
fis a handsome piece of wood carving. The 
book shelves, made into the wall were de- 
signed by atalented young architect, a Mr.

In sneaking toa friend, 
he said: ‘I saw, in my father’s harem, the disad- 
vantages of a plurality of wives and of having 
children by different wives, and I decided before I 
Came to manhood that I would marry but one 
woman and would be trueto her. Ihave done so 
and have had no reason to regret it.”’ 

These words of the khedive are are verified by his 
wife, says a recent writer. His tamily life is ahappy 
one, and he is much in love with his wife, and the 
khedivich isisaid to be one of the brightest 
women of Kgypt. A lady friend of hers, who visits 
often at the royal harem, says that this queen of 
Egypt is both beautiful and aceomplished, She 
gives receptions to ladies at ner priace every Satur- 
day. Shespeaks French very well,. and she uses 
this language in her intercourse with foreigners 
She is as sensible in her waysas her husband, and 
a few days ago at one of ber littie receptions at her 
country seat, near Cairo, one of the visitors ex- 
pressed a desire tosee the ostrich farm, which is 
near there. The qucen then proposed that the whole 
party go over and visit it, and this they did, walk- 
ing through the fields and along the road the whole 
distance. She hasher harem, or women servants, 
by scores. She is accompanied whenever she goes 
outto ride or drive by some of her numerous 
eunuchs, and she keeps up a big establishment 
scparate from tbat of the king. When she sits 
down to dinner or breakfast it is not with the king, 
but with her own ladies. The king eats with his 
oflicers, according to Mohammedan etiquette, and 
his aparatments, or the salumlik, are separate from 
hers. The khedive takes his wife with him 
wherever heroes. She does not usually travel on 
the same train, nor, Ifso, inthe samecar. She has 
stuck to the khedive through the stormiest times of 
the reign, and during the last war she refused to go 
on the English gunboats when invited to do 80 for 
safety. She is close in the councils of her husband, 
and it is said that he has great coufidence in her 
judgment, 


The unmarried British female has fresh 
cause for complaint. It is not enough to have 
Euglishmen marry Americans, but pow an English- 
mau, Sir William Moore, is trying to close against 
her the Indian matrimonial market, which was fast 
becoming her only hope.

the clear broth into the cups an inch of shaved ice 
is added and the guest is expecied te get cool and 
refreshed. Not so much as a crust of bread is served 
with it. 

Another colddelicacy is asparagus, sent straicbt 
from the ice-box to the dinner table ona platter 
covered with a doily. Coid butter grayv ora mayon- 
naise dressing is served with the plant, which cone 
stitutes a course by itself, many ladies using it as a 
substitute for saiad, The imanner in which the 
vegetable is taken in the finger and mouth is some- 
thing of a test in table matners, and, asa rule, 
stampatbe elegance ofthe dinner. All cutlery is 
withheld trom the service, ana there is but one al~ 
ternative to taking the cold sticks up in your 
fingerr—total aletinence. The only trouble is that 
people try to eat too much. One bite isall that 
should be expected from astick. Then you escare 
the sting that dabbles your chin and conftrms your 
bad form. Fifteen sticks are considered a portion, 
and certainly that number of mouthfuls should 
suffice for every woman and any man who does not 
consider himselfa harpy. 

Fancy cakes are enriched by the addition of ma- 
roons, candied cherries and pineapple disks. 

A very delicious fruft-basket may be madc of al~ 
ternate layers of sliced pineapple, peach, orange, 


banana aud musk melon dressed with acup of wine, 


and powdered sugar. Over the top of the dish a 
mosaic in fresh berries is laid, 

At the fruit shops bouquets of peach leaves are 
kept for the customers who like the flavor in tea 
and who line the dish from which the fruit is served. 
Blackberries are sent to table in little blocks of ice 
hollowed out to contain about a teacupful of fruit. 
‘lhe block may be wrapped around with a foldet 
napkin and set on a desxert plate or sent to table in 
ico cream saucers sufficiently deep to hold the 
water, if there is gas-light to increase the heat. 

Cantaloupes served in halves are delicious filled 
with punch or ice cream. Wined melons is made 
an individual dish and the servant goes round the 
table with a tray of caraffes, and claret, sherry or A&A 
white wine is dashed over the crushed ice and 
allowed to flavor the fruit. Sometimes tbe remnant 
ofa claret or champagne cup is used by the hostess 
who dresscs the fruit, and sprinkles powdered sugar 
or candied cherries over it. 

The aversion to sicing bread is on the increase. 
One little housekeeper in Ninety -third street who is 
au fait on all such matters, u8es a silver bread plate 
on which is placed haifa loaf. The guest who ab- 
hors crust is allowed to tear out a handful of ‘soft’ 
from the very heart of the loaf, while the English 
lover of well-done-and-a-day-old breaks off what- 
ever he wishes.

Some New Orleans Dishes. 
BISQUE. 

50 craw fish or shrimps. 

1 slice of raw ham, 

4 tab lespoonfuls of butter, 

1 tablespoonful of lard. 

2 onions. 

Bread crumbs soaked in milk. 

Salt, pepper, thyme, sage, a pinch of grated nut- 

meg. 
Parboil the fish, remove all the meats, taking caro 
to extract the black cord running down tbe back. 
Pound the meat tog paste in a mortar. Mix with 
it one-third its quantity ef bread crumbs, previously 
soaked in milk, but.squeezed dry of liquid. 

Also one cGnion finely minced, the butter and 
pepper, salt, thyme, sace and nutmeg to suit. 

The heads ot the tish must. be freed of their 
contents, washed thrown into a strong salt 
water for ten minutes, removed, drained, 
and etuffed full with the forcemeat. Fiour 
them lightly, dropthem into the hot lard in the 
soup pot, stirthem frequently until they brown. 
Remove them and fry to a light brown in the same 
lar?, one onion thinly sliced and the ham, When 
these are fried return the heads to the pot, add two 
quarts of boiling water, cover tight and let them 
cook slowly but steadily for one hour. When ready 
to serve lift out the heads witha perforated ladilo 
and putthemintothe tureen, Stir in the broth 
over them and send totable with a separate dish 
of boileirice, The seasoning is the Very soul of 
this dish. 

COMBO FILE. 

1 chicken. 

1 slice of ham. 

1 onion. 

1 tablespoonful of lard 

2 tablespoonfuis of file. 

Salt, thyme, red pepperand bay leaves to taste. 
Disjoint the chicken and mince the ham. Into a 
soup pot put the lard, and when it ig hot add the 
chicken weli floured, and allowit to remain until 
well browned on both sides, watching carefully to 
prevent burning. When browned remove and keep 
hot at back of range. Lay in the lard, the onion 
evenly sliced and the ham; allow both to brown. 
Remember that ore portion of burnt onion will 
ruin the flavor ofthe dish. When onion aud ham 
are nicely browned add the chicken to itand fill up 
the pot with hot water. Cover and let it cool siead- 
ily fortwo hours. When it has been on the fire for 
an hour, add pepper, saltjand herbs to suit tndivid- 
ual taste. 

. Just before serving acd file, previously warmed, 
until mucilaginous, stirit briskly into the broth and 
serve immediately. 

Any fowl], wild or domestic, veal or beef, may be 
used in gombo file. It is very delicious made of 
oysters, though the oysters must not be fried, and 
the liquor must be used instead of water, The stock 
of oyster gombo is made of beef or fowl. 

GOMBO Y’ HERBES, 

1 pound of veal brisket. 

1 slice of raw bam. 

1 onion, 

1 tablespoon ful of lard. 

Salt and red or green pepper to taste. 

Herbs: Spinach, lettuce and mustard tops to pre- 
dominate. Green cabbage, radish and turnip tops 
in small quantities. 

Put the herbs to soak as soon as gathered, in cold 
water, wash them thoroughly, and trim them by 
Put them 
into a pot of cold water slightly salted, to whicha 
pinc h of soda has been added, and let them boil 
fortwo hours. Drain them, and chop them as fine 
as you would spinach. Cut the veal into four pieces 
and thehamintodice. Put the lardinto the soup 
pot, and when hot add the veal, slightly floured. 
When brown, remove and putin ham and onion, 
When these, too, are brown, add vealand chopped 
herbs, stirring all with aspoon to prevent burning, 
for four or five minutes. Add one and one halt 
pints of boiling water, and let all stew together, 
tightly covered, for three quarters of an hour, 
Serve with a dish of boiled rice. 

This herb gombo should be of the Consistency of 
well-cooked spinach when served,

Andrew J. Wiley occupies a cell in Fulton 
county jail.. 

He was removed from the stationhouse on a 
warrant swore out by Coroner Avary yesterday 
afternoon, charging the prisoner with volun 
tary manslaughter. 

Under that warrant the prisoner was taken 
from the stationhouse to Fulton county jail. 

MAKING A BOND. 

Wiley’s lawyers have been diligent and 
watchful. 

Judge Marshal J. Clarke is in North Car- 
Olina and Judge Richard H. Clark is in 
Douglasville. Mr. Albert Howell went down 
to Douglasville yesterday and had a talk with 
Judge Richard Clark about making a bond 
for Wiley. 

In the meantime Judge Dorsey received 4 
telegram from Solicitor-General Hil! authoriz- 
ing him to accept'a bond of 3500. 

Judge Richard Clark said that the case was 
out of his jurisdiction, and advised the attor- 
neys to go before a justice of the peace. 

ENE lawyers wont before Justice Pat Owens 
and applied for a bond, and showed the telo- 
gram from Mr. Hill. Justice Owens was sat- 
isficd with the showing, and agreed to accept 
a $500 bond. 

The bond was made and Wiley was released 
about 6:30 o’clock p. m. He went to the 
home of Judge Dorsey, and from there to his 
own home. Friday he had been allowed to go 
out to meet the pay train and draw his wages.

neously. He might have recovered from the 
other, but the chances were against it. 

One shot was in the back; the other in 
front. 

Were they fired from the same pistol ? 

Wiley says they were. Dead men tell no 
tales, aud the other side of the question is 
locked up in the silence that broods oyer those 
who are beyond the river. 

THE UMPRELLA FOUND. 

Twenty-one steps from where the body fell 
the umbrella that Pelot carried was found, 
lying at the foot of an oak, almost directly in 
front of the Wilson house. 

How came it there? 

Was it thrown there by the dead man? Or 
was it dropped when the first shot struck him ? 

Wiley says that he saw something glisten in 
Pelot’s hand, as ho held it upraised, when he 
Was crossing the road in front of Wiley. 

Pelot had no weapon on his person. But 
close by his side was found a pewter whistle, 
the polished surface of which would reflect 
the light. That was probably all that the dead 
man had. 

ABOUT MRS. PEARSON. 

Mrs. Pierson, who lives at No. 9 Hightower, 
is tho wife of arailroad engineer, whois at 
work in Florida. 

His name is Morgan Pearson, and he has 
never seen the two weeks’ old baby that was 
the cause of its mother being unable to appear 
before the coroner’s jury. And during all the 
excitement that has been caused by the trag- 
edy, Mr. Pierson has not appeared, 

Mrs. Wilson’s husband is a carpenter, and 
has been quite ill for some weeks. , 

Mrs. Pearson told nothing except that she 
heard the shooting and went out there. 

“Was it not rather imprudent and you so 
feble, to rush out there in your night dress?” 
she was asked. 

“Yes, it was, but we were excited.” 

“Wore there auv men out there?” 

“Nobody but sister and myself.” 

“And you did not know Pelot?”’ 

‘Never saw him before, and never heard of 
him, only when I read in the papers that ho 
was discharged.” 

“Tiow did you come to notice his name es- 
pecially?” 

‘*] don’t know.” 

“Were there not others discharged at the 
game time ?’’ 

‘“Yos, sir, there were.’’ 

“Can you remember any of their names?” 

**T cannot.” 

‘Was it not strange that you ladies should 
have run out there to a stranger who had been 
shot down. when even the men in the com- 
munity had failed to come ?”’ 

“IT don’t know. We did it, and thatis all.’’ 

WOODWARD’S EVIDENCE. 

The evidence of Mr. Woodward seemed to 
unnecrve Mrs. Wiley. 

_ She denounced his evidence in the most ve- 
bement manner, but Mr. Woodward identified 
her positively. 

He would know her by certain facial marks. 
Besides, she had on the same hat that she had 
worn when she met Pelot in his store. 

‘Tf ever I saw that man kefore he waskilled,’’ 
she said, ‘‘I hope heaven wiil sink me into the 
depths of h—ll!” 

Her air was tragic. 

When Wiley was giving his statement the 
tears camo into his eyes and he sobbed out: 

“Oh, my poor little daughter!’’ 

He felt the disgrace most keenly. 

‘MY POOR BABY.’’ 

There was a witness to the scone immedi- 
ately after the shooting, who was not exam- 
fined. It was a negro woman. 

She swore that when the lady ran out to 
where the dying man lay gasping in mortal 
agony. he exclaimed: 

“Oh, my poor baby!” 

The testimony was not.considered of sufti- 
cieut relevancy to justify an examination of 
the witness. 

The old man who livedin the same house 
saw the slayer when he ran into the grove and 
disappeared. 

THAT CRIPPLED HAND, 

Wiley’s right hand is withered and doubled 
back onto his wrist. He declined to talk 
about how it came that way when first inter- 
viewed, but yesterday he said that it was 
caused by his arm having been broken when a 
child. 

He uses his left hand with equal facility, and 
hardly appreciates the fact that he hasa use- 
less hand. 

He held the pistol in that left hand when he 
did the shooting, and he usesit readilyin any 
sort of work. . 

Gene Pelot says that his cousin Will re- 
marked when warned of Wiley that the 
Jatter had acrippled hand and was unable to 
tight.

D.S. Looney, J. M. Reeves, Henry L. 
Abbott and E. B. Pelot, were suspended by 
Chief Connolly yesterday.

A CALLED MEETING

THE OTHER SIDE 


To the Question of State Aid to the Atlanta 
Colored University. 

Epitors Constir@rion:—Permit me to 
present afew thoughts about the state appropria- 
tion of $8.000 to the Atlanta university. Among the 
reasons why I would like the appropriation con- 
tinued, and the one uppermost in my mind, is the 
probability that othérwise the school will pass into 


the hands of the American Misstonary association. 


This association has offered to take it and kcep it 
up and several of the trustees are ready to turn it 
over. At the last trustee meeting the p aces on the 
board, forméftly occupied by four Atlanta men of 
different religious denominations, were filled by 
four congregational clergymen, three from Connect- 
icut and one from Ohio. 

This American Missionary association was begot - 
ten of radicalism and alwaya has been trne to its 
origin. Its chief executive officer, who has he!d his 

Sition forsome forty years, isa graduaie of Ober. 

in and a dutiful son of his alma mater. Ithas in 
the “Congregationalist’” every week an advertise- 
ment stating that its schoois and churches are open 
to all and closing, rather irreverently itseems to 
me, with the words, ‘‘whosoever will may come.” 
Besides its radicalism it isa ‘‘foreign’’ corporation. 

The co-education of the races is the burning ques- 
tion. Will the conduct of the school in this respect 
be likely to be more acceptable to the white people 
of Georgia under the control of a radical “foreign’’ 
corporation, or under that of an independent board 
of trustees, many of whom will be residents of the 
sta‘e? My anxiety upon the subject results from a 
deep conviction that the school will be 
much more prosperous under ‘its own 
trustees than under a missionary socicty‘ 
— the state appropriation will insure its indepen~ 

ence. 

The presence of the white pupils in the school 
never has been understood by the people of Georgia. 
Itcame about naturally, and not asthe result 
ofany plan. Professor Chase was the original sin- 
ner. When he came to Atlanta in '69, he hada 
daughter five years old. At the univerti'y was a 
primary school taught by a graduate of a Massa- 
chusetts normal school. There were no other 
8:hools convenient for the child to attend and she 
went tothis. Lateron her father wishel ler to 
receive the very excellent instruction of Miss Ware, 
to beginnersin Latin. Then he wished her to join 
his clussin Greek. Attheage of fifteen she ac- 
cepteda scholarship in Wellesly college. Other 
children of teachers attended the school for similar 
reasons, 

It may be added thatinthe earlier days of the 
school childrenjof ‘‘nigzer teache:s'’wou!d not have 
bad a pleasant timein Atlunta white schools. One 
of the trustees gave as his chief reason for resigning 
the fact that it was thrown in theface of his chil- 
dren at school, that their father was a trustee of a 
nlgg ar college. Things are better now. 

The question of the eco-education of the races 
never was discussed ata meeting of the trustees, 
nor of their executive committee noratany meeting 
ot the teachers until after the report of the examin- 
ing board of 1887. And until theu wencver dreamed 
that there was any objection to the presence of our 
children in the school. Each year some member 
of the executive board would ask who such and 
such a pupil was, and when told, made no com- 
ment. If wehave been “propagandists” in this 
matter, we must plead quilty to the 
charge of amazing inefficiency. Surely 
we have labored in vain and spent our 
strength for naught, forattheclose of the twen- 
tieth year of the school we find no white pupilsin 
the institution except a few children of the teach= 
ers. 

Do you ask why wedo not take these children 
oui? Our reply is that we cannot. The school 
must retain fits hold upon the colored people. Clark 
university in Atlanta, Tailadega college in Ala- 
bama, Fisk university in Temnessee, and other com- 
peting schools, receive white puptis, During the-e 
past years colored people have often complained of 
our conservatism, and attributed it to the factof 
the $3,000 appropriation, At our last trustee meet- 
ing one ofthe colored members said: ‘‘We don’t 
want the 38,009. Ifthe legislature had passed the 
Glenn bill the problem would bave been simpli- 
fied. As the case stands they ask us to do what they 
do not ask similar schools inthe state to do, and 
what we cannot do, They discriminate against our 
school. Then, too, our obligations toa large num- 
ber of our patrons at the north will not permit us to 
exclude the white pupils.’’ 

Well, what can be done? We cannot conform to 
the Calvin resolutions, andthe state will not sane- 
tion ‘‘cc-education.”” Why will not this plan do? 
Let the legislature pass a new act appropriating 
$8,000 a year tothe Atlanta university. and create 
the state school commissioner, the secretary of state 
and the state librarian a board of examiners, whose 
duty it shall be to visit the school at least oncea 
vear and make an annual report to tha governor. 
Then repeal all former legislation relating to the 
subject. This will virtually put the case back 
where it was before the excitement, and the legisla» 
ture will be kept informed by officers of the state of 
the condition of the school. Unless the “propagan. 
dists’ are more eflicient in the future than they 
have been in the past, ‘‘the evil will not spread,’’ 

If the school once passes into the hands 
of the American Missionary’ association it 
neyer can be recovered. Now is the time 
to act. A renewal of the state’s appropriation 
upon terms that can be accepted, will keep the 
school under the same management asit has been 
during these past years and prevent itfrom going 
under the full control of those who have no homes 
or local interests in Georgia, [signed |

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Railroads of the World. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

The Archiv fur Eisenbahnwesen of Berlin 
publishes every year a summary of the world’s rail- 
road mileage, which is,on the whole, the most 
authoritative statement of its kind. The current 
number gives statistics for the close of the year 1837. 
At that period there were in round numbers 312,- 
000 miles of railroad open fortraflic. Of these Amer- 
ica bad 115,000, or more than half; Europe, 1. 0.0900: 
Asia, 17,000; Airica, 5,00°, and Australia something 
over 9,000. Ofthe railroads in America just about 
five-sixth were in the United States, which had 
150,000 miles. Sritish America had 12,000 and 
Brazil, Mexico, and the Argentine Republic from 
4.90 0t0 5,00 each. Of the Asiatic railroads, over 
14,000 miles were in British Tilia; the Transcaspian 
railroad and thosein the Dutch possessions being 
the most important among the others. China had 
practically no railroads iu operation, but Janoan had 
nearly 560 miles. In Africa the leading railroad 
svstem is that of the Cape Colony, with nearly 2,000 
milesin overation. HKeypt, Algiersand Tunis «also 
haye considerabie systems, but the central part of 
Africa is almost entirely undeveloped, The oldest 
Austraiasian systems are those of New South Wales, 
Victoria and New Zealand, each of whieh vow has 
about 2,009 miles of railroad. The other Australian 
colonies are beginuing to develope rapidly. 

In Europe the country with the grentcst absolute 
mileage is Germany, with nearly 25,0°0 mils, fol- 
lowed by France with 20,000, Russia with alittle less 
than 15,000andthe Austrian empire witn 15,000. 
The country with the largest mileaze in proportion 
to area is Belgium, which hasin round numbersone 
mile of railroad-for every four square miles of terri- 
tory. Englend alone wouid probably have about 
the same proportion, but Great Britian ana [:eland 
have only about one mile of raiirond to every six 
square milesvfterritory. If the comparison is made 
with population France has a Slightiy larger per 
capita mileage than either England, Belgium or 
Germany; but that of the United States is more than 
four times as high as France, while the showing in 
Australia is even a trifle better thau ours, 

A striking thing about these Statistics is the 
amount ofincrease in recent years. One-third of 
the railroad mileage in the table was consiructed 
siuce the close of 1880, the increase in these seven 
years being not very much less than in the twenty 
years iinmediately preceding. Just about half of 
the incrcase has been contributed by the United 
States. The most rapid percentage of increase is, of 
course, found in the newest countrieslike Australia, 
If we confine our comparisons to the last four vears, 
we find that while Europe has increased only 13 per 
centaudthe United States 26 per cent, Australia 
shows a giowih of 48 percent. The capital invested 
in railroads has probably not increased quite as fast 
asthe mijieage. <A careful, although necessarily 
somewhat uncertain estimate, makes the average 
cost of railroadsin Europe about 113,000 per mile, 
and that in other parts of the world about $51,990, 
indicating that the total investment, as nearly as 
can be ascertained, is $27,000,000,000, rather more 
than half of it in Europe.
